Death-Dealing Power in Field.

Institute of -Education Report 
Shows Growth in Four Years 
of Its Existence. 


FOR BENEFIT OF TEACHERS 


They Cdn ‘Obtain’ Degrees With 
Only a Year of Residence, Which 
May Be Taken in the Summer. 


New. York. University’s Institute of 
Education operated in forty-four 
cities outside the metropolitan area 
in the past year. In a report made 
public yesterday, Professor Robert 
A. Kissack, Director of the institute, 
showed that in four years the Insti- 
tute of Education has established. in- 
struction centres: in six States, -and 
oné-in Korea: The university has 
eleven degree-conferring colleges. in 
this city. 


“Phe report was addressed to Chan- 


for Elmer Ellsworth Brown and 
‘the main covered the activities of 
institute last year. It was 
pointed out that the courses are con- 
ducted under such conditions that 
the School of Education will accept 
its work fot credit’ toward degrees, 
both baccalaureate and graduate. 

The program of the institute is an 
integral part of the School. of. Edu- 
éation, Professor Kissack - empha 
sized, yet it offers opportunity to 
teachers who may .2 unable to take 
all their work as resident students 
in the New York centre to do the 
major .portion of thelr work toward 
a degree. 

In speaking about the courses of- 
fered at various institute centres, 
Professor Kissack . said they were 
extensional only in a geographical 
sense. 

“The contents of; the-eourses are the 
same as in the br Sehool of 
Education,” ‘Professor Kissack ex- 
plained; ‘‘and in mo pare! given 
by permanent mem “of the staff 
of that school. As r. matter of. fact 
we have learned that the educative 
results are in many cases in favor 
of the institute.

An outstanding recommendation 
made by the sub-commission calls 
for the realization of a comprehen- 
sive plan made by the Division of 
Architecture in the Public Works 
Department for bringing the prison 
plant up-to date. This would in- 
volve considerable expenditure and 
undoubtedly would require a new 
and Jarge bond issue to be floated 
over a period of years as the work 
progresses, . In addition the report 
ocntains extensive recommendations 
for improvements to be made im- 
mediately, pending the larger under- 
taking. 

The new Baumes-laws, which have 
carried with them severe ‘penalties 
and Jong prison terms, have placed 
new demands on all the penal in- 
stitutions of the State, taxing their 
capacity to the utmost.

IN HARDY PAPERS 


London Times Declares One 
Spurious Manuscript Passed 
as Genuine at Auction. 








COLLECTOR DUPED, IT SAYS 


Newspaper Explains Documents Are 
Made Mainly for Sale in the 
American Market. 


Details of the recent discovery by 
The London Times of forged manu- 
scripts of the late Thomas Hardy, 
made for exportation to this country, 
have reached New York. So clever 
are the fakes that one recently 
passed undiscovered through a Lon- 
don auction room and was bought 
by a collector. 

“Although Thomas Hardy has only 
been dead five weeks,’’ the London 
newspaper stated in its account of 
th: discovery, ‘‘an active trade in the 
manuscripts and letters of the great 
novelist and poet has already com- 
menced. Frospective buyers should 
be warned that in most instances 
these doc nts are forged, and col- 
lectors m exercise great caution 
in de roof of authenticity. 

“These es, like those which 
purported a year or two ago to be In 
the handwriting of Shelley. Byron 
ani Keats, arc manufactured mainly 


for exportation to America, but they 
are alsooffered to the unwary in this 
country. The trade ih spurious 
manuscripts has now reached. such 
proportions that unless something is 
done to.s it, the pleasant amuse- 
ment of k hor apes will be seri- 
ously endangered. 


London Collector Victimized. 
“One Hardy forgery passed through 


a’ London sale room a week or 80 ago 


and was bought by a collector, who 
sought to have it rebound by Riviere 
& Son of Heddon Street, who special- 
ize in’ beautiful’ bindines of ‘rare 
books and manuscripts. Mr. Calkin, 
head of the firm, stated that one re- 
cent forgery was of a Hardy poem. 
‘It was bought by one of my clients,’ 
he said, ‘at a price which was not 
excessive had it been genuine. He 
brought it to me, well pleased with 
his bargain, and when I first exam- 
ined it I also believed it to be genu- 
ine, and advised him to. have it 
bound, 

**My~ suspicions 
aroused by one or two things, how- 
ever, and I consulted T. J. Wise, an 
authority on Hardy manuscripts, na 
Hardy's literary ‘executor, Sydney 
Carlyle Cockerell.’ The latter termed 
the document an impudent forgery. 


Nelson Forgeries :Cited. 


“Traffic in, forged manuscripts, 
both in this.and other countries,’ is 
considerable,”” The. London Times 
continued. “Lord “Nelson’s letters 
have, perhaps, received more atten- 
tion from forgers than anything else. 

“Although the actual handwriting 
may be copied’ most -caréefully, the 
fakers often reveal their work z 
other ways. The paper used ‘has in 
some cases been’ found ‘to have - 
watermark later than the date of 
Nelson’s death.

The theory was held by Brahe that 
the plenets moved around the sun 
and the sun around the earth.

His 
work was of incalculable assistance 
to the astronomers who came after 
him, and as a tribute to him there

After Brahe’s death the silver globe 
passed through the hands of many 
noble families for several centuries 
and Spely became the propery of 
Sigfrid Ralamb, a Swedish Baron, 
who cherishes it as an antique.

Following Governor Smith’s re- 
quést fora survey of unemployment 
ig New York State by a special com- 
mittee cooperating with James A. 
Hamilton, State Industrial Commis- 
sioner, the Catholic Charities organ- 
ization of the Archdiocese of New 
York made a study of conditions, 
and ina report: completed yesterday 
by John Philip Bramer, director of 
the’ Catholic Protective Society, it is 
declared that ‘‘conditions are the 
worst in fifteen years, and it has 
been necessary to almost, double the 
amount of financial ‘assistance to 
those unable to find work.” 

The Catholic Charities organization 
‘Was represented: on ‘the special com- 
mittee which conducted a State-wide 
survey. The committee included the 
President of the State Federation of 
Labor, the President of the Central 
Trades and Labor Council of New 
York City, the Commissioner of the 
Department of Licenses in New York 
City, the . Superintendent of the 
Municipal Lodging House and rep- 
resentatives of the State Department 
of Labor. 


Jobs Were Fewer in December. 


The report incorporates the figures 
of the employment service of the 
New York State Department of 
Labor, which show that.in Decem- 
ber, 1926, there was a registration of 
7,203 adults at its office here, against 
5,529 in December, 1927. In. Decem- 
ber, 1926, 5,097 adults were placed at 
work, against 2,846 in 1927. The 
adult registrations show a decrease 
of “1,674; “because when applicants 
find jobs are not available they turn 
away without registering. Place- 
ments of adults show a decrease of 
2,251 in the year. 

Of the voluntary employment 
agencies reporting, eight reported a 
decrease in applicants and twenty- 
two showed an increase over the pre- 
Ceding year. Nine of the twenty-two 
agencies had a decrease in the num- 
ber of placements and ten showed a 
lower proportional increase for 
placements than for applications, and 
only three showed a greater propor- 
tional increase.

URGE WAGES BY CHECK 
TO FOIL CASH BANDITS 


Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce 
Investigators Find Few Em- 
ployers Use Draft. 





As a result of a round-table dis- 
cussion at the Brooklyn Chamber of 
Commerce, in which several bankers 
and other business men of the bor- 
ough participated, the Industrial De- 

artment of the Chamber was asked 
5 delve into the question of ‘‘What 
are the advantages or disadvantages 
in paying wages of employes by 
check rather than by cash?’’ 

The. inquiry. revealed that a rela: 
tively small ratio of Brooklyn con- 
cerns pay all their employes by 

check. It was found that only in re- 
cent years have the banks of the 
borough been called upon to give se- 
rious attention to this matter. The 
increase of robberies of payrolls 
while’ the transfer of cash from 
banks to industrial concerns ‘was 
taking place focussed attention on 
the need for more adequate protec- 
tion. The effect has been to in- 
crease the number of companies 
using the check payment system. 

Regardless of the obseetions raised 
by the employe, it has developed in 
many instances that, where the sys- 
tem of check payment has been in- 
troduced thd employes speedily ‘ad- 
just themselves to the. system, the 
most important, consideration being

Business Better Than in December 
or a Year Ago.

BOSTON, .Mass., March 2.—New 
England business activity index in 
January rose about 2 per cent. from 
the December level and was slightly 
higher than in January, 1927, ac- 
cording to the bulletin of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank.

Despite Occasional Pressure It Stays 
Within Fraction of $4.88 for 
Cable Transfers. 


The steady manner in which ster- 
ling exchange has been maintained 
within a fraction of the point that 
in the past has resulted in gold 
shipments from New York ‘to Lon- 
don caused an increasing amount of

The movement in sterling has been 
contrary. to the. usual trend de-

At this time 
last year sterling was quoted within 
@ small fraction of .85 and in 
previous years even lower rates pre- 
vailed..at this season. Since the 
reaction against the high levels of 
December set in the cable rate on 
sterling went as low only as $4.87 
and it has gradually but steadily 
worked upward from that level. 


London Money Rate High. 
Comparison of the money rates in 
the London and New York markets 
indicates that effective co-operation 
is being given here in the policy of 
supporting sterling. Although money 
rates in London have eased off 


slightly in’ the last week, they are 
still. at levels sufficiently high to 
prevent the withdrawal of any ap- 
preciable amounts of American bal- 
ances from London. At the same 
time, money rates in American mar- 
kets, despite the evidences since the 
first of the year of the abandonment 
of the Federal Reserve policy of 
easy money, have not risen to an 
extent that would impose a strain on 
sterling. 

Increasing confidence in the busi- 
ness situation in Great Britain is 
causing considerable amounts of 
American capital to be sent there for 
employment, and the difference in 
the price levels of England and the 
United States also has tended to add 
to the true value of the pound in re- 
lation to the dollar. 

Despite day-to-day fluctuations, the 
rate for three-months bills in London 
has been holding around a level of 
43-16 per cent. and the same rate 
has prevailed for short bills. This 
is. fractionally below the rate for 
time money in New York, but is 
above the commercial paper rate 
here. This relationship between the 
rates in the two centres has been 
maintained for. some time and with 
this balance undisturbed it has been 
feasible to maintain sterling. At the 
rate at which sterling moved up 
from its low point of this year it 
would not take long for it to reach 
the gold shipping point if the ad- 
vance should be renewed. The belief 
that this will come about is held b 
a considerable element in Wall 
Street, despite the indications at the 
start of the year that the Federal 
Reserve authorities intended to 
check the outward flow of gold from 
this country.

9 their 
activities to such an extent that.they 
are figuring importantly in the 
Venezuelan production, Among these 
companies are the Standard of New 
Jersey and the Creole Syndicate, 
which have reached an agreement

erties.

The oil produced in Venezuela 
has some advantages in production 
costs. It can be shipped in tank 
steamers to Atlantic Coast pon 
more cheaply than Mexican oil

Revising Lean Envelopes. 


It is still believed to be. true. that 
as a rule bankers who make 
large loans to brokers on Stock Ex- 
change collateral are willing to put 
out 80 per cent. of the open market 
value of these securities.

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A Decrease in the Money Supply. 

Some surprise was expresséd’ yes- 
terday at the Treastiry statement 
showing a decrease of $210;000,000 in 
the country’s money supply during 
January.

$204,995,000 in. reserve note circula- 
tion.

No tax bill should be retroactive

3...In, speed ; the American merchant 
marine should be able to deliver to 
the shippers of the United States a 
more rapid’ service on every trade 
route than would be made available 
by foreign ‘shipping competitors. 

4. The. tonnage of the American 
merchant marine, to be adequate to 
carry the major portion of the wa- 
ter-borne foreign cargo tonnage of 
the United States as specified in the 
Merchant Marine act of 1920,, should 
have a considerably larger cargo 
capacity. 

5. To be satisfactory in design for 
the carriage of foreign trade the 
American aMerchant Marine should 
include vessels on every trade route 
with special facilities, wherever nec- 
essary, for the transportation of 
perishable and other cargo to be 
carried. 

6. In meeting shipping crises and 
because of the seasonal movement in 
the export trade of heavy tonnages

ROME, March 1,—An age-long Ro- 
man custom was abolished this week 
when! Premier Mussolini added .bar- 
gaining to the already formida- 
bly:long list of “‘Don’ts.” In the 
future;:évery article exposed for sale 
in any(ishop must bear’ a‘ clearly 
marked price. The shopkeeper is 
not allowed to ask ‘more or to accept 
less for any. reason whatsoever. 

Thus, what for a generation -has 
been considered ordinary good, com- 
mercial practice in America is just 
now beginning to make headway in 
Italy, where the idea is so novel that 
people are reminded that they indeed 
live under a revolutionary régime. 

The technique of bargaining with 
Roman shopkeepers, acquired only 
after years of painstaking; not to say 
expensive effort, works something 
like ‘this: A: man: walks into a: shop 
to purchase some. ordinary article, 
say an inkwell,... After. fingering 
everything in sight except what. he. 
has come to buy and inquiring the 
price of numerous things he does not 


want, he finally picks up the inkwell 
with well-feigned 1 erence, ask- 
ing. *‘“How much?” 

he» shopkeeper suggests 10 lire, 
whereupon the customer drops the 
inkwell as though: it were red: hot, 
at the same e sh ng his 
shoulders in a way calculated to con- 
vey. that he never imagined human 
greed could reach such depths of tur- 
pitude as this.

As is known, Mussolini thinks there 
are not enough Italians in. the. world. 
As a consequence, he has Jaunched 
a great campaign for. bolstering up 
the birth-rate, which has decreased 
by about. 10 per 1,000 in the last fifty 
years. Among the methods devised 
for inducing people to wave ‘more 
babies is that of sending the fathers 
of Italy’s largest families tokens of 
his personal esteém. 

It is announced that in the last six 
months, Mussolini. has distributed 
about 500,000 lire to.1,300 fathers of 
families having ten or more children. 
About “an “equal number received 
autographed phetogren phs...or .. tele- 
pen gl of congrat tions or other 
si roval. 

t effect exactly all this will 
have on the birth rate remains to be 
seen. Mussolini’s cash prizes so far 
have been at the rate of about $2 a 
child to families having: more than 
ten children. That is very much. 
It is doubtful whether any one 
would have a child for the sake of $2. 

Mussolini's ascendancy over Italy is 

great, however, that the moral 
effect of his gifts cannot be denied. 
But the birthrate changes very slowly 
and it will be necessary to wait sev- 
years before hazarding an 
opinion on the success or failure of 

‘ussolini’s methods.

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POLITICAL CORRUPTION. 

Americans. have recently been coth- 
pelled again to face disagreeable facts 
showing that our public life is exposed to 
corrupt methods. Even the most compla- 
cent citizens, who may have waxed fat in 
prosperity, cannot shut their eyes or stop 
their ears when the Supfrefiie Court of 
the United States declares that a lease 
by the Government was conceived in 
fraud and tainted by corruption; when 
one of the principals in that transaction 
has been held in contempt of court and 
sentenced tO jail, while almost at the 
same moment there have béen fresh dis- 
closures of his having been deep in the 
confidence of the managers of the party 
in power. -To approach them, he put 
money in his purse, and they were not 
averse to taking all they. could get of it, 
The lame and lamentable attempts at 
explasiation made by Mr. Hays, former 
Chairman of the Republican National 
Committee, in hig examination by the 
Senaté committee, have meant a renewal 
of disgust and shame to many thousands. 
They can s¢atcely be blamed for stis- 
pecting that even worse yet lies behind 
Certainly every stirring of that pool has 
brought loathesome creatures to sight. 

Are the people callous to political 
corruption? Are they willing fatuously 
to condone it when dete¢ted—especially 
when it. ie detected in their own party? 
Senator Reep of Missouri is ringing the 
changes upon the indifference of the Re- 
publican Administration to political mo- 
rality. He has several times charged that 
President CooLipem has been as dumb 
about it as_an oyster lying on the beach 
of Cape Cod. This is not true. In an 
address made in this city, not long after 
. the naval oil scandals had begun to be 
dragged to tight, Mr. Cooniper had a few 
searching words to say about corruption 
in politics aria in the Government. Noth- 
ing else, hé declared, Was worth talking 
about if ¢onditions were such that the 
people had 'réason to doubt the good faith 
and integrity of their officials.

Peking has figured in the recent news 
from China purely in a negative réie, 
It is merely the objective which the next 
Nationalist militar.’ drive mayor may 
not. succeed in reaching. Official for 


Nationalist. victory. Nevertheless, on 
the Yang-tse and south the Powers havé 
‘ome close to recognizing a de facto 
réginié. The diplomats have paid 4 
seriés Of friendly visits to Nanking and 
its affiliated centrés and have éxtended 
their good wishes. That fo Riissian 
spokesman has joined with the represen- 
tatives of the United States, Great 
Britain, Japan and France is compre- 
hensitle in view of developments from 
Boropin. through Canton to the récent 
congress of the Nationalist Party. What 
has escaped attention is that Russia to- 
day has: virtually disappeared from 
Peking, too. A year agé Soviet Russia 
was on top'in both sections of China. 
Shé was entrenched de jure in the North 
and de facto in the South, Today her in- 
fiuenos in China is; for the time at léast, 
in collapse. 

The history of Russo-Chinese diplo- 
macy since the World War is excellently 
summed up by Marsone W. GRAHAM in 
thé last humber of The American Politi. 
cal Science Review. Chinese Nationalist 
sentiment is not synonymous with South- 
ern Nationalist sentiment. The treat- 
ment of Shantung at the Peace Confer- 
ence was fesented in the North, and 
Soviet diplomacy under KARAKHAN ‘be- 
gab in 1920 to také advantage of the 
situation. The rapprochement between 
MoscoW and Peking was delayed by the 
Washington Conference, where the Chi- 
nese representatives were careful to 
avoid injuring susceptibilities by strik- 
ing up a friendship with Moscow. It 
was not tntil May; 1924, that a Russo- 
Chinese treaty was negotiated “on the 
“basis of equality, reciprocity and jus- 
“tice.” Russia surrendere. her exter: 
fitorial position, recognized Outer Moi- 
golia a8 an integral payt of the Chinese 
Republic, and made other cori¢essions 
to Nationalist sentiment. 

From the Chinese point of view Rus- 
sia’s motives were a matter oi: cOmparda- 
tive indifference. S6viet Russia. may- 
have ‘oved China less but hated the 
Powers more. The guarantee of China’s 
territorial integrity dia not piévétt 
Soviet tecognition of the Mongolian Re- 
public. th the matter Of the Chinese 
Bastern Railway the Soviet Government: 
Was not mich getitier than the Czarist 
Government in asserting Russian inter- 
ésts. In tne sum, however, Moscow did 
defer to Chinese amour propre. The 
military chieftains of Peking were aware 
of Moscow's dealings with their South- 
ern enemies, but it is to be assumed that 
they fouid a marg’n of profit in being 
able to pose. as Men who had won by 
tréaty satisfaction for Nationalist aspira- 
tions. Only when they’ had reason to be- 
lieve that the Russians at Peking were 
agents for the Southerh movement did 
the break come, with the famous raid 
of thé Russian Embassy in April, 1927. 
Moscow withdrew its representatives 
from Peking without actually severing 
diplomatic relations. 

Of Soviet diplomacy in China it has 
been said tiat the old Russian ambitions 
maintained themselves under the néw 
Cotitiunist program. Today it is ap- 
parent that in both phases Russian dipio- 
maty Has béen brought to a stop. fh 
the Sduth the “révolution” tas col- 
lapsed with considerable effect on the 
internal situation in Russia. At Peking 
the Russians are something moré than 
out of favor. It is China that is the 
gainer by the tast eight years Of Russzo- 
Chinese relations. Whatever my have

His “ historical” Caoken is substantially 
that bogy set up by DIsRagia and Ma- 
CAULAY, Midte especially by. the. Jatter. 
The present head..of the publishing 
dynasty of JOHN MURRAY Comes to thé 
rescue of his gratidfather’s friend. He 
quotes Lord DuFFERIN’s dpiriiOn of the 
Bppeafatice of the Croker “ Memoira " 
that “they will amply vindicate Mr. 
CROKER’S niemory ffofn the unfoundéd 
*“ aSpersions with .which it has hitherto 
“been clotided in thé eye of that care- 
“ less and uninstructed majority of man- 
“kind which is prone to fétind ité esti- 
“mates of its fellow-creaturés on the 
“malevolent and unverified gossip of 
“the day.” 

The “Memoirs” have done nothing 
of the kind: Hardly anybody reads 
them; and who has any use for gossip 
unless it be malevolent? DisKarts’s part 
in mar-Crokerism Has been exaggerated. 
After all, the readers of “ Coningsby” 
are not exactly & multitude. The syco- 
phant Right Hon. Nicholas Rigby there 
depicted is not muth more like the real 
CROKER than Lord Althrop is like 
“Dizzy.” Yet young adventurous “ sen- 
sibilities * had Héén hurt by the, Sécre- 
tary of the Admiralty. To him was at- 
tributed his blackballitig at the -Athe- 
naeum Club, Ckokmer’s child. <A still 
greater grievance was CROKER’S attétipt 
to keep’ old JOHN MurRay from publish- 
ing The Representative, which was to 
put The Titties out of business. That 
unlucky venture, “sold” to Munrmay by 
that miraculous, engaging youth 6f 20, 
cost Mugray $180,000 and a good deal of 
self-satisfaction and pride. He “fired” 
the wonder child.

RADIO AND THE COMMISSION, 

Ever since it Was borh the Fédéral 
Radio Commission has been the step- 
child of Congress. The appointment of 
but one of its methbers was confirmed 
by the Setiate. Because the deficiency 
bill failed to pass at the close of the iast 
session of Congress the Commission re- 
etived no rémunération.and ao funds. 
The ct by whith the commission was 
éreatéd ig 86 loowe in ite tertas that it 
requires judicial construction if dot ac+ 
tual aiiendmhen: if order is eve. to be 
brotight out of the present broadcasting 
chaos, Althuugh the commission started 
out bravely enough to curb broadcasters 
who were reducifig the ether to a Babel, 
it soon béecaitie apparent that.the silenu- 
ing of disobedient interfering stations in- 
volved questions of property rights in 
the ether that only the Supreme Court 
could decide. As a result the cOmfiis- 
sion has been crippled. The best that 
can be said for ft is that it hag prevented 
interference from becoming worse than 
it Was in 1926. 

By the provisions of the radio act of 
1927 the commission's original jurisdic- 
tion and administrativé functions aiito 
matically éxpire on March 15. This does 
hot Méarn that the coifihiission will die 
on. that date unless Congress secs fit to 
extend its life. According to the act the 
Department of Cominerce assumes direct 
contro! of broadcasting and the commis- 
Sion is relegated to the position of &h 
appellate or advisory body. It is unfor- 
tiihate for Padio that the question of re: 
newing the commiasion’s present powers 
should arise at this time, not only be- 
cause the country will, soon..be. faced 
With the selection of candidates for the 

Presidency. but also because Mf. Hoover, 
who must assuite charge of brdadcast- 
itg if Congréss fails to act in the present 
radio extremity, is an avowed and active 
candidate. ee

McIntyre, although he touches up- 
on this theme and begins with « 
vague intimation of the horrors of 
the slave ships, has not launchec 
forth vitally into the subject that 
his book suggests; he has not made 
the slave trade real, and has not 
described it in detail or with imag- 
ination; he has avoided the pos- 
sibility of doing something arrest- 
ing by confining himself in_ the 
main to a love story not far from 
the conventional. 

In the beginning, we find our- 
selves aboard a slave ship, which 
is described much too sketchily; 
then, with kaleidoscopic speed, we 
are transferred to England, where 
we remain for the better part of 
300 pages. We are now concerned 
largely with the young and beauti- 
ful Ann, who admires Mr. John 
Paul (later to be known as John 
Paul Jones), but who refuses to 
wed him because he becomes in- 
volved on a ship devoted to the 
trade she loathes. Having declined 
she marries a mer- 
chant, who, ironically, proceeds 
also to develop an interest in 
slaves, and even invests his for- 
tune in a ship devoted to the slave 
trade. The climax arrives when 
she once more meets John Paul, 
now in the American service, and 
pleads with him not to spare her 
husband's ship lest thereby he drag 
the two of them into shame. 

This theme, even as Mr. McIntyre 
has chosen to depict it, has pos- 
sibilities enough; but most of those 
possibilities are wasted because o? 
the method of telling. There are 
no vivid or gripping scenes; the 
piece does not hold one as a nar- 
rative; there is far too much con- 
versation—conversation not of the 
dramatic type that is always de- 
sirable, but of that trivial variety 
which is almost always boresome.

of bis life herein has reached the 
babbling age, the age, at which it 
in an impossibility for man to set 
down in honesty what has hap- 
pened to him over three-score 
years. Hence William Chirgwin. 
who may very well have led an in- 
teresting life, is. as his own biogra- 
pher, pretty much of an old wind- 
nag, naif and bore. Is Mr. Phill 
potts to be congratulated as a great 
artist. for making a dodderer out as 
Jodderer, or is he to be condemned 
for tiresomeness? That is one of 
‘hose enigmas of criticism; but we 
can, say as a human being that one 
William Chirgwin a week.is one too 
many. 
“A Cornish Droil’’ is told in die- 
lect that. moves ahead with such 
literary smoothness that one doubts 
its. authenticity. without ever. hay- 
ing listened to a live Cornishman. 
It. telle how William Chirgwin 
came into the world; how he mar- 
ried a. good-looking slut who was 
forever deceiving him; how he was 
thrust. into positions which made 
him out a hero (he didn’t have suf- 
ficient imagination to behave cow- 
ardly); and how he kept taking his 
trollop of a wife back out of sheer 
inability to discriminate. between 
truth and lies. If we are to take 
William Chirgwin’s account of him- 
self as a true revelation, all we can 
do is wonder how he escaped. the 
booby hatch. 

William has great luck in_his life 
in a financial way. He goes to sea 
soon. after his. wife, Mercy Jane, 
has quit him for the first time, and 
behaves so valiantly in a shipwreck 
that he receives.a purse sufficient 
to bring the wanton who has de 
serted him back again into his silly 
arms. Incredibly well off for a rus- 
tic, he sets himself up as a keeper 
of a pub... This.is the cue. for his 
good-for-nothing drunkard. of a 
father to return home. And father 
and. wife. bleed him dry. 

His. luck, however, holds, for he 
nas.a chance to rescue a well-born 
child from a -burning building. 
This. nets him another fortune. 
Back again comes the wife and we 
see the pair set up in a tobacco 
shop. But this time a fool and his 
money are soon parted (platitudes 
are true in some cases) and Wil- 
liam finds himself shorn of his 
wealth in almost no time. He 
loses the last chunk of it through 
a ruse that any relatively intelli- 
gent half-wit could have seen 
through. 

In the end William Chirgwin, is 
lucky enough to foil (through the 
offices of a wideawake cat) a plot 
to poison him, and we see him in 
possession of two heritages, a farm 
and a fortune. He is finally 
brought to his senses spfficiently to 
divorce Mercy Jane, and his sec- 
ond wife turns out to be a good- 
enough body. Such, in abstract, is 
the saga of a nonentity written ip 
his dotage.

So much has been written lob toe: } 
American “‘diseuse,’’ as they call her 


here, ‘that further comment on my 


‘patt’ would be gratuitous ‘crowfoot- 


‘ery. But it ‘may be ‘interesting to’ 


learn how the Gerniah public re- 
‘acted. Her purely American satirical 
scenes, ‘such as “The Italian Lesson” 
and ‘the part of “Church in 
Fiorerice,”” were an dhqualified suc 
cess. Even to those in the audience 
who knew English imperfectly her 
Mimic ability and the clarity of her 
diction made her comic intentions so 
-queld that the subtiest jabs met with 
immediate response. Less appreci- 
ated were the more earnest and the 
more exotic numbers of her reper 
-toire. Her mastery of languages is 
extraordinary, but makes less of an 
impression in Europe, where most 
cultivated people have at least two 
languages at their command. For 
this: reason the thinness of the sub- 
ject-matter in “‘At the Court of 
‘Philip IV” and “Le Retour d'un 
Aveugie” showed up devastatingly. 
Also the tragic scene at the railway 
station on the Western plains seemed 
to skim closely along the edge of 
sentimentality—there is no denying 
that its fable is evident and banal. 

So in. Germany, where the emotional 
type of acting flourishes, Miss 
Draper’s equipment from the dra- 
matic side seems a trifle too mental, 
not sufficiently physical. 

However, it would be unjust to 
close on a negative note. Consider- 
ing the hindrance of language, Miss 
Draper's success in Germany was 
surely proportionally as large as it 
was in England—and a greater trib- 
ute. than that it is difficult to 
imagine. Pie

‘Of the books which the World War 
has produced, to my mind only one 
has anything of the juice of perma- 
nency in it. This is ‘‘The Adventures 
of. the..Worthy Soldier Schwejk,’’ by 
the Czechoslovakian author Jaroslav 
Hasek, The fact that it is permeated 
with a Rabelaisian humor does not 
in. any wise detract from its reality, 
from its propagandistic values. . In- 
deed, the very objective lightness of 
its tone makes it: by implication one 
of the Faost scourging arraignments 
of war. 

And, then, to put it brutally, the 
~ book is funny. I defy any one whose 
stomach is strong enough to endure 
the earthiness of its humor to keep 
his laughter under control. I am not 
consciously exaggerating when I 
place Schweji beside Sancho: Panza, 
Falstaff and the other great comic 
figures of the ‘world literature. Here 
is a symbolization of that type of 
common man whom we are in the 
habit/of dismissing as stupidly good- 
natured, but behind whose mask ‘of 
idiocy lie primitive sharpness of 
wit and keenness of perception. As 
the American idiom has it, you can’t 
put anything over on him. 

This. glorious character has now 
been put into a play taken from the 
novel, and Erwin Piscator has pro- 
duced it at the Nollendorf Theatre. 
The dramatizers, Max Brod and 
Hans Reimann, had a difficult task 
before them and, all things con- 
sidered, they came off honorably. 
fhe novel is merely a series of inci- 
dents loosely strung together, and 
the play could, therefore, not escape 
this episodic character. Neverthe- 
less, I found it*an entertaining eve- 
ning. Knowing the novel and cher- 
ishing it, I am undotibtedly preju- 
diced, but I still feel it should amuse

By the 
aid of electric motors these can be 


tight, and scenery is thus conveyed 
on. or off the stage before the eyes 
of the audience. Besides, an actor 
may walk continually and yet remain 
always in the middle of the stage. 
In other words, our old acquaintance 
the chariot race from “Ben-Hur” is 
back again. To this Piscator has 
added his use of the motion picture. 
The back drop is merely a large 
white screen on which movies are 
thrown from behind. 

The most successful use of the new 
device is to visualize Schwejk’s long 
tramps the countryside. On 
the middie band, moving from left 
80 /ito right, the actor is walking. On 
the front band, moving in the oppo- 
site direction, milestones and ‘tele 


back belt, moving in the same direc- 
ry large pieces, such as a tree or 

@ cottage, cross. The illusion is 
further increased by a scenic motion 
picture in the back: On the whole 
very satisfying—except that the belts 
are still too noisy; but this must be 
easily capable of improvement. 

*,° 

The advantages of such a stage are 
evident. The Greek unity of place is 
given one more healthy boot. What 
was formerly one of the privileges 
of the novelist alone will now be 
pao ng for the dramatist as well. 

I don’t want to overestimate, but 
Surely every technical advance is an 
aid to the playwright as well as to 
the director and actor. What we are 
seeking today is a combination of the 
freedom of the Elizabethan theatre 
with the illusion of the picture frame 
stage. 

Then Piscator has also gone a step 
forward in his use of film. This 
time it was made in cartoon style 
by Georg Gross, who is one of the 
most interesting personalities among 
the younger German artists. His 
bit$erly sardonic drawings of the 
nouveau riche are works of quality 
which compare in mood with George 
Bellows. His film backgrounds to 
“Schwejk’’ have a brutal, sarcastic 
humor which sharpens the propa- 
gandistic tendency. 

Another successfully carried out ex- 
periment was the pleying of the inci- 
dental music by a phonograph. For 
this the Brunswick Panatrope was 
used and functioned perfectly. In- 
deed, I did not realize that an or- 
chestra was =<. =~"-¢ used until 
looking through my p.-g-am at the 
end of the performance. 

And, finally, the production from 
an acting standpoint was the best 
which Piscator has turned out. One 
felt that the players were given an 
opportunity to develop freely. Espe- 
cially Max Pallenberg in the title 
réle. I have mentioned this comedian 
before and I hope I shall often have 
further opportunity. He is not only 
a comic with an individual manner 
but a.character actor of the largest 
artistic dimensions. He ig to the 
German stage what Chaplin is to the 
screen—with, oddly enough, exactly 
the same limitations. When he plays 
a réle for its comic values, we feel a 
distinct suggestion of the tragedy 
behind; but when he, encouraged by 
our ill-advised enthusi=sm, plays, the 
pathos, we rush hurriedly from the 
theatre. For comedy is. the art. of 
subtle suggestion, tragedy that. of 
emotional fulfillment. And how sel- 
dom the two are combined in: one 
actor’s personality!.

hight in Boston, and, as the play- 
goer doubtless knows, comes to the 
Lyric a week from Tuesday night. 
In the meantime Mr. Parker of The 
Transcript looked at the show in 
Boston, and this is at least part of 
what he wrote: 

“For Mr. Ziegfeld, in the Bos- 
tonian stage of his new productions, 
the tfiree-hour traffic of the theatre 
expands into nearly four. The four, 
Besides, are stuffed to bursting. 
Upon nime ‘successive pages the pro- 
gram at the Colonial, last evening, 
specified the occasion; enumerated 
all concerned in ‘The Three Muske- 
teers’; bestowed a fat paragraph 
upon the ladies and the gentlemen 
of the ensemble; listed scenes, songs 
and dances; condescended to the 
maker of ballet-slippers and the di- 
rector of duels.

At, eight-five of ‘the clock, 
the prelude sounded; at ten-fifteen 
the curtain felf upon Act One; at ten- 
twenty-five rose upon Act Two; at 
eleven-fifty finally descended upon 
an audience making more speed for 
motors than lingering to applaud. 
Formal dinners used to be served in 
courses numberless. There were re- 
léves, intermezzi. of Roman punch, 
other ‘transitional ‘episodes from 
menus now vafiished. Mounting a 
musical play or an operetta, Mr. 
Ziegfeld still adheres to repletion.

NEW. COSTUMES FROM OLD 





‘value. of a collection of old 
, eecostumes.-to a -theatrical . de- 
‘signer. was discussed recently 
, by: Lee. Simonson,. scenic ; de- 
signer. and. director. of the Theatre 
Guild, who has.just brought into the 
country: the first part of the Schloss 
collection: of. .court»costumes .of the 
late eighteenth and early nineteenth 
centuries. which. he. acquired a year 
ago in Vienna. 

“Curiously enough,’’ Mr. Simonson 
said, ‘‘the worth of the costumes does 
not.lie.in the,fact that we get ideas 
from them nearly. so much.as in the 
fact that we can give.our dressmak- 
ers. specific instructions as to how a 
given. garment can be made. 

“Very frequently I have been told 
after. showing a modern dressmaker 
a. plate of the eightenth cntury: ‘But 
it is impossible to.make a waist as 
small as that. It would not fit a mod- 
ern woman.’. Now. I can show them 
the actual garments and they can 
see not only that such waists are pos- 
sible but exactly how. they were 
made. I have a number of such old- 
fashioned court dresses which my 
wife puts on occasionally. They fit 
her perfectly, something that would 
never be believed simple from seeing 
a print.” 

Of course, as Mr. Simonson pointed 
out, he also gets a great many ideas 
from these old costumes. He said 
that in his opinion one of the rea- 
sons for the supremacy of French 
dressmakers was that they have 
never lost track ofthis fact. 

“The best French dressmakers 
keep’ books of the old designs and 
they take an idea here, another 
there, and incorporate them in some- 
thing entirely new: A good example 


is supposed ‘to be one of the latest 
ideas in dress ‘designing. But I have 
seen cartridge pleats in court dresses 
of the eighteenth century and: have 
examples of'them in my coliction.’’ 
Mr. Simonson’s collection consists 
of more than 700 pieces, ranging in 
date m about 1770 to as late as 
1880. addition to this he has mod- 
ern peasant costumes of Rumania, 
Hungary and some..of the Balkan 
countries... The, Hungarian costumes 
he acquired one Sunday .in .a. little

Dramatic Company, as, for obvious 
geographical reasons, that particu- 
lar entertainment organization was 
cailed. 

Trevor, on his réturn to England, 
appeared with the Stratford-on-Avon 
players under the direction of 
Bridges. Adams, who, according to 
present plans, is te be introduced to 
American playgoers next season when 
the Stratford company‘ comes here to 
show why all that money was con- 
tributed to erect a permanent Shake- 
speare theatre. From this troupe 
Trevor migrated to the other strong- 
hold of the Hlizabethans, the ‘‘Old 
Vic,” cn the right bank. of ihe 
Thames.

Next followed “Macbeth,” after 
which Emery joined the Wilson Bar- 
rett company and played.in ‘“‘Proof,”’ 
known in this: country as “A Cele- 
brated Case,’” After acting a season 
in the provinces with Charles Haw- 
trey in “The Private Secretary,’’ he 
joined Sir Charles Wyndham at the 
Criterion Theatre, London, and ap- 
peared in “Wild Oats,” “Still Waters 
Run Deep; “The Candidate’ and 
“‘David. Garrick.’’ 

The company then embarked for 
America to open the new Tremont 
Theatre in Boston. This was in 1889. 
They played **David Garrick” there, 
then moved to Palmer’s Theatre in 
New York with the sameshow. “The 
Head of the Firm” was tried out and 
failed to make an impression on the 
American public of the ’90’s. How- 
ever, with the persistence of the 
Mauve decade, Palmer’s continued 
to present the same troupe and 
Emery was called upon to play Mau- 
rice Barrymore's parts when Pater 
Barrymore retired from the cast. A 
road tour to the Coast kept Emery 
busy for the rest of the season. The 
next season saw him occupied with 
“Jim the Penman,"’ which provided 
another coast-to-coast tour. 

Emery’s next stage adventures were 
with the brothers Shubert... He was 
first engaged for ‘‘The City,’”’ Clyde 
Fitch’s play. He then appeared: in 
‘The Great John Ganton,”’ “The 
Ringmaster,” ‘‘The Five Frankfurt- 
ers” and other Shubert opera, He 
left them for Winthrop Ames and a 
play called “‘June Madness”’ and then 
joined Ethel Barrymore’s company 
and appeared with her. in ‘‘Off 
Chance” at the Empire. This was 
followed with a tour with Mrs. Fiske 
in “Miss Nelly o’ N’Orleans’’ and 
then back to Miss Barrymore in

THREE NEW PLAYS BY THE SEINE 





Paris, Feb. 14, 


; WEEK of three productions, 
each typical of the conti- 
nuity of the tradition of the 
Paris theatre, and in each 

case of that tradition at its most 
spontaneous and alive—that is to 
say, at its best. One is a re- 
vival, atthe Comédie Francaise, 
of a half forgotten eighteenth cen- 
tury masterpiece, which is  inter- 
esting not only on its own ac- 
count but as showing how the Comé- 
die Francaise, and the Comédie 
Frangaise alone, can play these 
things. The second is also a-revival, 
but this time of a play by a living 
author, as vivid and almost as topical 
as though it had been written yes- 
terday, although it was really pro- 
duced ‘thirty-three years ago. The 
third, the only new play of the three, 
is a work by a young author, but so 
much in the tradition, in spite of its 
undeniable modernity, that the first 
instinct of every lettered spectator is 
to compare it with Marivaux. 


This play was produced, as are so 
many good things in Paris, by a 
thé&tre & cété, one of those brave 
little artistic managements. which 
hardly hope to make money, or even 
to pay their way, but manage very 
often to get hold of first rate authors 
and actors. The Comédiens de la 
Croix Nivert, as they call themselves, 
have hired, for three nights a week, 
the Théatre de Grenelle, one of those 
roomy, old-fashioned ‘‘théadtres de 
quartier,”” whose names are néver 
seen in the theatrical advertisements, 
and whose reputations are suburban, 
though the theatres are hardly fur- 
ther from the Opéra than the most 
famous playhouses. Wor the remain- 
der of the week the Théatre de Gre- 
nelle continues to perform the popu- 
lar melodrama and operette out of 
which it doubtiess makes a very good 
living. For the three selected nights 
it is giving a series of works of mod- 
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ern authors, including translations of 
Bernard Shaw and Pirandello and 
new plays, of which ‘‘Parade Amou- 
reuse,”” by André Ransen, is the 
first. 

This comedy is a sort of amorous 
fencing match. Although there are 
three characters—no more, for the 
author has very skillfully avoided all 
superfluous personages—the effective 
fencing. is almost all between two of 
them, the two women. The man, in 
spite'of his reputation for being ir- 
resistible, is almost a passive figure, 
and gets all the knocks. 


The w are two sisters, one a 
pretended prude and the other an 
avowed coquette. Both of them se- 
cretly love the. young man: He ap- 
pears to fall an easy prey to the co- 
quette, but his accidental discovery 
of the silent and pathetic devotion of 
her sister goes near to make him 
change his mind. Perhaps hé may be 
described as. having won the rubber 
in the end, after.all, for he comes off 
free, and the two sisters are left to 
get on each other’s nerves as before. 

The play depends, of course, upon 
the polished felicity of its writing. 
If there is not always something new 
to say on this subject, the oldest in 
the world, there is always a happy 
way to be found of saying the old 
things In a new and graceful form, 
and the author often finds it, al- 
though it was a tour de foree to spin 
out this one thread, without variety, 
for three acts. 


The Comédie Francaise has added 
‘“‘Turcaret,”’ by Le Sage, to its new 
repertory of eighteenth century mas- 
terpieces. The play has its impor 
tance in the evolution of French com- 
edy from Moliére to Beaumarchais, 
and it also has a realism of dialogue 
which links it up with our own time. 
Its central character has something 
in common with the Jourdain of Mo 
lire and something also with Isidore 
Lechat, in “Les Affaires sont les Af 
faires.”” This great merchant, played 


friend; robbed by his underlings, but 
turning upon .them all, is not very 
different from the financier of Mira- 
beau’s play. On the other hand, the 
reality with which the characters of 
the servants are représented from 
within and the objectiveness with 
which their social ‘attitude {s inter 
preted clearly form @ link with 
‘‘Wigaro.”” 

The acting of thé play is admirable. 
Léon Bernard is, broad and impres- 


sion—a masterly performance. Croué 
as & swindler, Granval as a Valet, 
Dehelly as a drunkard who is yet a 
gentleman, Berthe Bovy, as the co- 
quette, are all excellent. This is cer- 
tainly a production which justifies 
the existence of the Comébtte Fran- 
aise. | 

Maurice Donnay’s damahte, »* origi- 
nally pfoduced in Fcdanier Lucien 
Guitry and Jeanne er in the 
two principal parts, has already heen 
revived once. This Was in 1921, when 
Victor ,Boucher-—whose style, aamit- 
able ie Mahiee works, was quite un- 
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rather than simply ‘‘Lovers’’; for al- 
though the sincerity with which the 
emotions of the characters are pre- 
sented gives the play the touch of 
the universal indispensable to any 
important work of art, what will 
really make it live is its true picture 
of the habits, the ideals, the instinc- 
tive reserves and the inevitable limi- 
tations of that rich, idle, well-bred, 
good-humored but fundamentally 
selfish and material society which 
flourished perhaps more gracefully 
before the war, when the riches of 
the rich were of a rather older vin- 
tage, but which is still much the 
same today. It is the society in which 
wives are sometimes mentioned but 
do not appear, where husbands are 
represented by the recognized and of- 
ficial lover, always betrayed in favor 
of the passion of the moment (which 
lasts six months). 

Those who saw the original produc- 
tion will not admit that the present 
interpreters of the two parts can be 
compared with the creators of them. 
I can only say that it is long since 
any performance in the theatre has 
given me such pleasure as that of 
Jeanne Provost. The ease and finish 
with which she suggests the contin- 
uous living of the part, never for a 
moment ceasing to act, but never 
overacting, were.an artistic joy. As 
for André Brfilé, he is such an artist 
in intention, and he. does so many 
things with such a light and accom- 
Plished touch, that I always regret 
that IT am never carried along by 
him,

This national day-dreaming’ may 
explain in some degree the fact that 
the northern countries of Europe— 
Scandinavia, the British Isles, Ger- 
Mmany—are so léisurely with their 
movies. They think nothing of tak- 
ing five reels in which to lay the 
scene and establish the characters, 
followed up with at least four addi- 
tional reels to unwind the plot. We 
Americans, who express in our fil 
the hustle and bustle of our national 
life, are forced to realize in selling 
these films abroad that the rest of 
the world may not be interested in 
‘forced speed’’ in their cinema fare, 
Our films jump into whirlwind ac 
tion too’soon for these people. Their 
Jong films have to be. cut down for 
our use, and ours, on the dther hand, 
are sent to them uncut, to be spun 
out: at length to their satisfcction. 

Censorship. 

The cutting of films varies suf 

prisingly with the style of censorship 


Whereas in the United States we go 
in for moral censorship almost ex- 
clusively, in many European coun- 
tries, notably those having empire 
dominions, censorship is almost pure- 
ly political. Great Britain looks to 
the empire. Thé millions of mixed 
colored and illiterate native inhabi- 
tants of her colonies, whom she feels 
she has aided more than exploited, 
have to be kept in a contented state 
of mind on. the question of the em- 
pire. Many of our films, showing in 
revolutionary manner as they do the 
comparatively superior conditions of 
the working class in the United 
Statss—-conditions almost unbeliey- 
able to nhine-tenths of the rest of the 
world—are ‘not popular, politically, 
under the British flag. Films, too, 
te escape British dominion or coloni- 
al censorship, must never show the 
English white man in any but heroie 
or favorable guise. Try that on 
Uncle Sam’s cinematic exports! 
There are two kinds of censorship 
in Scandinavia. First, political cen- 
sorship, differing from that of Great 
Britain, in that if is more Ifkely to 
prohibit things that might interfere 
with established government. The 
Scandinavian countries are very close 
to Russia and Russian Bolshevist 
influence. Despite the fact that all 
three have royalty, there is con- 
siderable bolshevism and socialism 
throughout. In cinema censorship it 
seems that both sides, the Conserva- 
tive, supporting royalty and wary 
of the security of the throne, and the

The second aspect of, censorship in 
Scandinavia is pfo-moral, but not 
from’ the standpoint of sex. Sexy 
things will not be eliminated from 
pictures, while matters of the follow- 
ing nature will be strictly prohibited: 
Scenes of ,pickpocketing, murdering, 
stabbing, anything gruesome or mor- 
bid, - Also, they. put a ban .on, any- 
thitig which might controvert Scan- 
dinavian. ideals or culture. It is in- 
teresting to note that practically 
every country of Europe has it own 
ideal of culture which is hoped will 
eventually pervade the world. Con- 
sequently, tendencies fn pictures 
which argue against or are apt to 
weaken that culture or wean away 
adherents are taboo. 

A Natural Reason. 

In spite of these disagreements, it 
is a well-established fact that Amer- 
ican, pictures. ‘‘take’’ better in all 
foreign countries than foreign pic- 
tures do here. This may be explained 
by the interest which every other 
nation has inthe American locale, 
without doubt due primarily to im- 
migration of its.citizens to America.

When: Stravinsky first, visited this 
country, im the season of 1925-26, he 
was received with much popular in+ 
terest, which,- however, soon waned. 
The public had become acquainted 
only a few months previously with 
the “Sacre du printemps,’’ and was 
not acclimated to that score, when 
there were heard in close succession 
the symphony for wind instruments, 
‘the piano concerto, ‘the wind octet. 
The jump from “Oiseau dé feu’’ to 
“Petrouchka,’”’ both works having 
been introduced by Diaghileff’s ballet 
on totir, was big enough in all con- 
science, but it was felt to have cause 
and logic.

Nevertheless, the 
two works had palpably character- 
istics in common. But what was 
there’ in’ common between these 
Scores and the piano concerto? Sc 
far as could: be-seen at the time, 
little’ or nothing’ Meanwhile, for 
about fourteen years Mr. Stravinsky 
has pursued ‘his hard and devious 
ways as a composer. Now he once 
more challenges ¢xamination. 

We now have what is called an 
*‘opera-oratorio’’ In two acts, cast in 
the musical forms of Handel—not 
Bach, as in former days with Mr. 
Stravinsky, but the more harmonic 
and less personal style of Handel. 
There is much fecitative, over the 
simplest harmonic structure. Jo- 
casta’s solo of the second act is in 
the form of the traditional Italian 
recitative and aria. Stravinsky also 
employs the services of ‘Le Speaker.”’ 

We quote the translation of the 
editor of the program books of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra: ‘Ladies 
andGentlemen: You are going to hear 
a Latin version of King Oedipus. To 
spare you from straining your ears 
and cudgeling your brains, and as 
this opera-oratorio preserves of the 
scenes only a monumental appear- 
ance, I shall ‘recall to your mem- 
ory step by step the’ tragedy of 
Sophocles. Not knowing a Ocedipus 
is at loggerheads with tne forces 
that watch us fromthe other side 
of death. They have laid a snare 
for him from his birth which, as you 
will presently see, will entrap him. 
This is the drama: Thebes is de- 
tmoralized. After the Sphinx, the 
pestilence. The Chorus begs Oedipus 
to save the city. He has overcome 
the Sphinx... He promises.”” The 
stage curtain is supposed ‘to rise at 
this point, as it did at the Théatre 
Sarah-Bernhardt, on the Chorus, 
which is imploring Oedipus to save 
and free the city: ‘From time to 
time the Speaker elucidates. Creon 
announces the decree of the Oracle, 
that the slayér of Laitis must be 
found and the murder’ avenged. | 
Oedipus promisés’ to discover und 
destroy the criminal. ‘The Speaker 
explains that Tiresias, questioned by 
Oedipus, is reluctant to answer his 
question, knowing’ the king is the 
sport of the gods.

AMERICAN OPERA SEASON. 

The American Company, 
which closed its New York season 
last night, has made a definite and 
very creditable impression in this 
city of many operatic events. It need 
not be claimed that ali of the produc- 
tions have had the originality, dra- 
matic life and the degree of effec- 
tiveness of the English version of 
“Faust’’ which opened the New York 
engagement. ‘‘Faust’ remains the 
high water mark of this young com- 
pany’s achievements. But this pro- 
duction, which not only gave testi- 
mony to the possibilities of a fresh 
technic of the operatic stage but 
pointed a way to new ideals of mu- 
sico-dramatic conception, was in it- 
self enough to prove that Mr. 
Rosing’s organization is one of 
practical purposes and—even now— 
achievements. There is evidence that 


és 





in course of time, rehearsals, and ac- 
cumulating funds to be used for va- 
rious purposes of production, the gen- 


nately, the steady support of a portion 
of the public and of musical organi- 
zations whose connections are coun- 
try-wide insures the company a con- 
siderable degree of patronage. An 
organization with such aims, and 
supported by the public, is needed in 
this country to give opportunities to 
our young singers and to pave the 
way, some day, for a significant 
‘American opera. 

An enumeration of operas and sing- 
ers of the last eight weeks is signifi- 
eant of the actual work being done. 
In eight weeks a répertoire of eight 
operas was presented—sixty-nine per- 
formances (‘Pagliacci’”® and Cad- 
man’s “Sunset Trail” being played 
as a doubie bill) on forty-seven eve- 
nings and fifteen matinees. ‘In num- 
ber of performances ‘‘Faust’’ stands 
at the head with fourteen, ‘‘Carmen”’ 
next with ten, ‘‘The Marriage of Fi- 
garo”’ third with niné, ‘‘Madame But- 
terfly’’ eight, and ‘The Abduction 
from the Seraglio,’’ ‘‘Pagliacci,’’ 
“The Sunset Trail’? and ‘‘Martha’’ 
seven. 

Out of a membership list of fifty- 
one singers, thirty-nine have had the 
opportunity of appearing in listed 
réles, while all have had special 
training in dramatic technic (in- 
dividual and ensembie) and in the 
musical preparation of rdéles.

“Skyscrapers” a Success. 

Munich displayed a most progres- 
sive spirit by producing John Alden 
Carpenter’s ballet “Skyscrapers.’’ 
The American public being familiar 
with the composition, ali I want to 
say is that the stage settings by 
Heinrich Kroeller and Leo Pasetti 
were perfect and the young Paul 
Schmitz conducted excellently. Car- 
penter himself appeared before the 
footlights. The joke is that ‘“‘jazz’’ 
entered the national theatre of the 
Bavarian metropolis (in a mild form 
to be sure) where Krenek’s “Jonny’’ 
was rejected with such vigorous in- 
dignation. The critics were most 
favorable. The contrast between the 
world of activity, with its symbol 
the sky-scraper, and the world of 
amusement could have been empha- 
sized to better advantage. Carpen- 
ter’s music is a little too playful. 


The Stadtische Oper of Berlin had 
two offerings. ‘Much has been said 
about the “‘Handelrenaissance’”’ and 
the attempts to revive the Handel 
opera.. This movement originated in 
the university city of G6ttingen, 
and not a musician but a scientist, 
Otto Hagen, deserves the credit; One 
of these Gottingen revivals; Han- 
del’s ‘‘Eizio,”” has been ted 
to Berlin. Was it Handel’s *‘Ezio’’? 
Almost nothing remained of Handel’s 
original opera. To treat originals 
as one pleases is one of the prin- 
ciples of the ‘“‘style opera.’’ Drastic 
cuts have been applied to the li- 
bretto, scenes and airs have been 
eliminated, shortened and ‘trans- 
ferred, some have been borrowed 
from other operas, until there re- 
main a series of aria torsos, sung in 
costume by opera and concert sing- 
ers, with a “rotating chorus.” This 
opera “renaissance” is very much} 
distorted. We have no more. male 
sopranos; the monumental art of 
song which: held audiences spell- 
bound for five or six hours is also 
gone. We do not listen to this opera 
with the right ears, we do not see 
it with the right eyes. Since we have 
no more male sopranos, we emas- 
culate Handel’s masterpiece. This 
unfortunate production certainly was 
a strong biow to the ‘““Handel renais- 
sance,’’

“But why..are. we. talking about 
music?’ she said .a- few minutes 
later. ‘““‘What can be said about music 
is too little and teo much!

It is not 
experience or ripe judgment that the 
majority want, Isn't that true? They 
want enthusiasms, excitements; Isthe 
judgment reckless; uncompromising?

In France in 1925 
it was possible to.go further and 
show the unity: of a building, its 
interior divisions and its furnishings 
and decorations: ut it has gone 
far enough in this exhibition to tell 
our public what ‘it was entitled to 


know—how these individual objects} 


were intended by their designers. to 
be seen, 

Some one said, when -it-was truer 
than it is today, that France was an 
absolute monarchy tempered by bal- 
lads. Today her unity of purpose 
must stand for monarchy, and today 
her ballads are taking the form of 
her industrial arts and she is sing- 
ing them on every corner. She sings 
them in this exhibition with that 
serious gayety that is hers, and it 
is a very genuine and fine exhibition. 
Not only because it represents the 
ideals of masters of art who are 
building with contemporaneous .ma- 
terial a style which they believe suits 
the spirit of the present, but because 
it has been selected with taste and 
knowledge and conscience and with 
abhorrence for the meretricious.

TS message to the American ar- 
tist, “manufacturer, distributer, 
merchant, consumer, is; then; a 
most important matter. It is out of 
the question to think of the exhibi- 
tion as providing material for imita- 
tion which if bad in the case of the 
old is worse in the case of the new. 
What it does provide is inspiration 
for an American attempt to work in 
sympathy with the conditions of the 
present time in art as in other fields 
of activity. The final passage in Mr. 
Reyburn’s introduction to the admi- 
rable catalogue of the exhibition is a 
call to action that none of us who 
care for the triumph of America in 
this field can afford to ignore. ‘‘It is 
our intention;’’ he says, ‘‘if sufficient 
public interest is manifested and 
American artists and producers will 
cooperate with us, later this year, or 
early in, 1929, to present an exposi- 
tion of the contribution made by 
American artists and producers to 
this movement.” Here is the oppor- 
tunity to show the invention, the tal- 
ent, the taste of America in a way 
to penetrate the consciousness of 
every citizen. 

The only way to meet the oppor- 
tunity’ is to be not* only modern but 
American. It is the proud boast of 
France that in this latest proof of 
her enduring interest in the arts she 
has gone back to French tradition, 
or, rather, has pulled French tradi- 
tion forward. She has got rid,, her 
writers say, of the Italianate influ- 
ences pouring into France during the 
latter part of the sixteenth, century 
and the early part of the seven- 
teenth; has got rid, also, of the or- 
namental daintiness, of Louis XV; 
has got back, in a word, to the four- 
teenth century ideal, when furnish- 
ings, however, rich, were:still sparse, 
when a master cabinetmaker must 
send forth. work of the best material 
and execution under penalty of hav- 
ing it burned at his threshold and a 
fine imposed upon him into the bar- 
gain. And, most important of all 
to the present argument, everything, 
by rule and edict, must be in the 
French style. 
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F we are to profit by the modern 
| style now so liberally revealed to 

all of us, it obviously is worth while 
somewhat to interrogate the founda- 
tions upon which France builds a na- 
tional domestic art. An interesting 
element in these foundations is the 
national thrift and commercial intel- 
ligence. Whenever the industrial, 
decorative and domestic arts have 
been brought into organized promi- 
nence a commercial or political ne- 
cessity will be found as a source of 
inspiration and nourishment for such 
a movement. ‘The opening of the old 
French marble quarries, closed since 
Roman times, inspired the vogue for 
marble in the active reign of Louis 
XIV.. Today. the products of the col- 
onies in Africa and Indo-China have 
been enlisted as atixiliaries in ‘build- 
ing up the glories and revenues of 
France. "The woods and ivories of 
the “new art” are drawn from the 
great reservoirs of those colonies. 
The vast forests: of French West 
Africa yield the sumptuous. material 
that has been.used, in. so many of 
these ‘objets de luxe, wood of so 
rich a texture that, those who work 
in it.are tempted to believe they 
could squeeze out its oils by the pres- 
sure of their hands. And one great 
tree provides so large a quantity of 
such wood that no fear of despoiling 
a timberland need prevail: This util- 
ization-.of the commercial value of 
colonial products is all in the line 
of that extraordinary: common sense 
which reigns even over ‘beauty in 
France. And in utilizing their col- 
onies they propitiate them.’ “/Propa- 
ganda through art’ isa favorite and 
significant phrase with their writers,

fancy for painting and gilding and 
staining woods out of their. natural 
color and texture continued. We see 
also that the taste of the French ar- 
tist does not flinch, as does the taste 
of an American artist, at the camou- 


flage..of. representing in, wood. and|- 


stone the curtain and’ cord’ and tas- 
sel of silk or wool and similar denials 
of individuality in material. “ That, 
our artists will say to themselves 
with n> accent of censure, will never 
do for us, 
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UT the great basic characteristic 
of this. important exhibition 
should stand as an example to 

all who work.together. for good in 
the art of any nation. It is that 
amazing faculty which leads. to .un- 
derstanding, to intercommunication 
among a great variety of minds; it 
is that power to unite in a liberal as- 
sociation of gifts the most. diverse 
talents which made Le Brun one of 
the most significant figures in his- 
tory; it is the similar tact and judg- 
ment which has ruled over the work 
of the. ‘‘ensemblier’’ in. the present 
exhibition; it is the French trait par 
excellence to which we should do 
more than make polite obeisance, 
which we should study with all our 
hearts and minds to emulate. In this 
matter at least, if in no other, we 
must learn to obey in order to lead. 

It is: mot. .difficult to arouse en- 
thusiasm for new tasks in workers 
whose hands have been subdued to 
the old. There are several rooms 
in the Lord & Taylor group which 
are called American rooms, the rea- 
son given for this title being that 
most of the furniture in these rooms 
has been made from the designs otf 
an American designer working with 
the firm and executed by the cabinet 
makers who formerly were employed 
upon the reproduction of antiques. 
These cabinet makers have turned, 
it seems, with avidity to the execu- 
tion of the new designs, and the 
finish and technical beauty of their 
work leave no room for doubt that 
they enjoyed the task. .The rooms 
as a whole are not the American 
product’to which one refers in using 
the stimulating phrase, ‘‘a twentieth 
century American style.’”” They in- 
clude French fabrics and decora- 
tions, and a conspicuous success has 
been achieved in bringing the furni- 
ture designed and made in New 
York into harmony with these. It is 
a convenient bridge over which to 
pass to the ‘‘all American” art of 
the future. 
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IS impossible to refrain from the 
Tloptimistie thought that this will 

be a near future. With so much 
that we like in the modern art of 
France, a truly beautiful art as it is 
shown in this thoughtfully selected 
exhibition, that which is alien to our 
taste should prod us. into showing 
what we, following our own star, 
would substitute. A correspondent 
of The American Magazine of Art 
wrote a year or two ago in answer 
to the question ‘‘Shall we lead or be 
led?’’ posed in relation to this move- 
ment in France: ‘Lead, by all 
means, but if we want to lead (our 
ambition is only to lead ourselves, 
not the world, I take it), we must 
combat the new we do not like with 
@ superior newness of our own.’’ As 
yet that superior newness has not 
emerged from the deep shadow of 
past periods in which we Have been 
living all too contentedly, but it is 
pushing out its head, and our young- 
er artists are not merely awaiting 
but creating their opportunity. It 
is the new men who must undertake 
the new work, but there are older 
men, especially among the archi- 
tects, whose discipline will. do no 
harm to such fresh undertaking, 
whose discipline, in fact, is essen- 
tial to its framework. 


Nor need we fear the danger that 
has oppressed many who have read 
copiously of the systematization of 
modern art and have seen little of its 
finer aspect. In this country, this 
machine-ridden country, whose inter- 
est in anything outside mechanical 
invention so often is denied; we still 
have and shall always have artists 
who, even when solicited by ‘the 
sharp, pure esthetic of a machine 
age, are too sensitive to what makes 
living pleasant and fine to let the 
engineer control their artistic expres- 
sion. They answer to the definition 
in Charles Lay’s ‘‘The Freedom of 
the City.”’. ‘The artist,’’ Mr. Lay 
says, ‘‘is the innovator, the inventor. 
He does things in new ways, or in 
old, as appears best, since his pur- 
pose is not to justify a theory or a 
method but to produce a result.’’ 


Mr. Lay is right and we need not 
plume ourselves upon our ability to 
instruct or guide our artists from 
without. That only can be done 
from within by that beautiful collab- 
oration of which the spirit is both 
modern and ancient. Such collab- 
oration also is defined in ‘‘The Free- 
dom of the City,” which-is a most 
inspiring little American book. “Our 
problem in planning the city,” the 
author says, ‘‘is to get the many en- 
gineers to work in harmony and to 
have with them as an equal partner 
in the work of each an artist, 
whether he calls himself town-plan- 
ner or landscape architect, so that 
whatever the undertaking, the oppor- 
tunity for a result pleasing to the 
eye and gratifying to the senses,.and- 
perhaps to the esthetic emotions, be 
not missed. * * * This is not a plea 
for idle and superfluous decoration, 
which is more distasteful to the 
artist. than to others, but,for the 
application of trained taste, judg- 
ment and artistic, ge, to ordinary 
engineering probl

PARIS TURNS TO SCULPTURE IN CHESTNUTS AND BREAD

4,636 works of art. There 

must be some works of art 
among them, but it is too dark and 
too cold to find them. Placed near 
the huge black gas tank that poisons 
the air with a promise of heat, the 
little case in the centre of each salle, 
in spite of its less serious disposi- 
tion, is probably quite as serious as 
many of the frowning walls that 
surround it. 


The first case one comes to is 
called ‘‘Vitrine de dix-huit marrons 
sculptes,”” by José Mirka. These 
eighteen carved chestnuts are per- 
haps even more diverting than their 
various prototypes one passes every 
day in the Paris streets... ‘‘Laveusé’’ 
is a low wretch, no doubt in the way 
of dirt and stupidity, answering all 
the demands of her profession. A 
tweedy. English tourist looks at her 
as if he had just smelled garlic for 
the first time and thought it some- 
thing worse. Next to him a ‘‘Rece- 
veur’’ assumes the haughty expres- 
sion proper to public officials. .Has 
he not almost the divine right of 
kings to ask you for your money? 
And his glance is as greedy as if he 
himself were to be the ultimate .re- 
cipient. Very prim and respectable, 
the Receveur’s sister reluctantly ad- 
mires her brother over her turned 
shoulder. _‘‘M. le Maire” is all that 
his public office has: made of him, 
and the ‘‘Charcutier’’ also. borrows 
his expression from his trade. With 
the aid of an aristocratically long 
nose ‘‘La Baronne,’”’ in seedy black, 
commands the bonne’ who is just 
awaiting the next opportunity. to 
haggle at the market; and woe to 
her, says the baroness’s long nose; if 
she does not haggle. successfully. 

The figures are arranged in: pyra- 
inid shape—the ‘Poet’ at the. pin- 
nacle. Searching rhymes on his: 
fingertips,.a ‘fat poet,-badly fed on 
Winter butter, holds his head too far 
o one side to be convincing. 
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American advertising is, after all, 

a step behind French advertising. 








Soapmakers. have been able to per- 
suade the sculptors that there is no 
medium ‘quite as sympathetic as 
soap. But American bakers have 
not yet discovered the hidden virtues 
of bread crumbs as a sculptor’s me- 
dium, Jean Pirola has. One cannot 
help doing a good deal of speculating 
on the subject. Surely the richest 
and freshest brioche was used to 
model the fat lady in the middle of 
the case. Only a stale bit of mouse- 
nibbled. ‘‘pain anglais’. was kneaded 
to make the rusty old gentleman, 
while the angel of the Raphael elbow 
and eye was certainly fashioned from 
‘pain au lait.’”’ 

Fernand Py has cut @ cavalier out 
of acacia. wood, judging from. its 
flowers; not. the wood one would 
choose’ for this stern gentleman 
astride his horse, The unyielding 
character and great virtue of the 
rider rémind‘ one’ of German poly- 
chrome wood carving at its best; of 
a St. George and the - dragon, “per- 
haps.

T is as unfair to judge modern 

decoration by the rooms decora- 

tors have arranged in expositions 
as it is unfair to judge period rooms 
by the examples seen in museums. 
In both cases imagination must peo- 
ple and execute the picture. Inde- 
pendent persons of taste and race 
and means do: not hold slavishly to 
& particular time, but make discrimi- 
nating use of what pleases them, 
what they have inherited and what 
they find’ suitable. 

The other day I.had the great good 
fortune to-visit a house belonging to 
Anna Pellev, Lord Exmouth’s daugh- 
ter, who died very suddenly a few 
weeks ago.. The house was. built, in 
@ period when a handsome and spa- 
cious plan: was distorted by ugly and 
pretentious..detail...There..is..no..vio- 
lation, therefore, in doing away with 
pseudo classic htads and replacing 
them with contemporary ornament 
at its best. The door, for instance, 
is designed by Lalique—not a.Lalique 
of the Grand Palais, not. even of the 
Place. Vendome, but a worker in 
glass, who was inspired by a client 
of vision and taste. There are none 
of the heavy whirligigs too -often 
associated with the name. This door, 
with its restrained frosted pattern, 
is welcoming, human and classic. 

When one enters the small salon 
a fine Chinese lacquer cabinet first 


greets thei visitor, its square dignity; 


held close by a.strong’ brass lock; 


/Sympathetically placed, in neighbor- 


ly surroundings, on a miodern carpet 
of angular design and ‘cool color 


turning: toward the warm, it is,,in-

The genius does not 
make the lesser man seem too little, 
but only véry different. 

Iron doors, neither too heavy for 
the room nor too light for the mate- 
rial, lead to the large salon, whose 
windows open onto a garden. The 
walls of the salon’ are gold, harmo- 
nizing with the Winter green of the 
garden outside. The rug is a little 
warmer than the rug in the smaller 
salon. The furniture represents a 
discreet combining of old and new.

Possible French Entrants. 


The question of who will carry the 
French Tricolor is unsettled. French 
aviation - authorities expect Costes 
and Le Brix willbe among the 
starters from the other side when the 
weather is favorable. They point out 
that France is particularly anxious 
to see’ the route taken by Nungesser 
and Coli successfully traversed by a 
Frenchman. 

In view of the recent flight of Cos- 
tes and’ Le Brix to New York via the 
‘South Atlantic and South America, 
those French service fliers occupy a 
unique’ placé among’ the aviators !of 
their country. If they do enter the 
transatlantic: competition ‘ they . will 
probably use the same Breguet army 
plane ‘in which they flew to New 
York, or a plane similar to. it. 

There is. doubt as to whether the 
other two leading French entrants of 
last Fall will’start in the Spring race. 
The Farman Company’s Oiseau Bleu, 
in which Givon and Corbu made sev- 
eral false starts, has been converted 
into a regular passenger liner and 
is now in service on the Farman 
Lines. Corbu, who was to have been 
the navigator,. crashed and ‘was 
killed a few months ago when testing 
a plane.. And while Givon is still 
anxious to attempt the crossing, the 
Fartian® brottters* are’ reluctant to 
give their consent. 

The third French plane,;the Oiseau 
Tango, a single.motored monoplane 
built especially for the North Atlan- 
tic crossing, may attempt the- flight 
with Tarascon, former partner of the 
ill-fated ,Coli,,at.the controls.

started he was studying medicine in 
the University of Liverpool, but left 
college to enlist in the British army. 
After a year of service in Flanders 
he was transferred to the Royal 
Flying Corps, and was assigned to 
one of the crack squadrons. He had 
already brought down twelve planes 
when, during an engagement with a 
group of German pursuit planes, he 
was hit above the bridge of the nose 
by a machine gun bullet and lost the 
sight of one eye, Although this in- 
capacitated him for further service 
at the front, he remained in the 
Flying Corps. as..an_ instructor 
throughout the remainder of the war. 





After the war, when the Imperial 
Airways was organized, Hinchliffe 
entered their service. When he left 
the company he had put in more 
than 9,000 hours in the air, more 
than “any other flier in England. 
Known as a careful pilot who never 
takes chances unnecessarily, Hinch- 
liffe is courageous, intelligent, an 
excellent navigator and wireless oper- 
ator, and for nearly a year now has 
been studying meteorological con- 
ditions on the North Atlantic. 
Another probable British entrant 
is Captain McIntosh, formerly senior 
pilot of the Imperial Airways, who 





was preparing to cross last Fall with 


Captain® Joynson-Wreford in the 
Princess Xenia, when the weather 
turned bad. After several false starts, 
McIntosh abandoned the transatian- 
tic venture for the season and, with 
Bert Hinkler, the Australian pilot, 
started for India, but had to descend 
in Poland. Hinkler has indicated 
that he will join him in the North 
Atlantic hop. 

It would not be surprising when 
the time comes to see some dark 
horse step from oblivion as Lind- 
bergh did last Spring, and make the 
flight while his more famous rivals 
are discussing the best means of 
going about it. 





A GIANT ANTLAIRCRAFT GUN 


By L. C. SPEERS. 


NEW anti-aircraft weapon, a 
gun that can fire a_ thirty- 
three-pound shell straight up 
for a distance of nearly eight 

miles, designed and built, by the Ord- 
nance. Department of.the United 
States. Army, has just received the 
official approval of the War. Depart- 
ment. It now, has first place in the 
aerial .war defense plans of the Gov- 
ernment, Its bursting shell covers a 
wide area; it_can, if necessary, strew 
the skies with shrapnel at the rate 
of.a shell every. four seconds. 

The gun: is ofthe 105-millimeter 
type. The bore is four: and.one-tenth 
inches .and vertically its maximum 
range.is approximately 14,000. yards 
or 42,000. feet, while the horizontal 
range. is 20,000,yards or 60,000 feet. 
This in miles means eight miles up 
or alittle less; than eleven and one- 
half miles, when the range is across 
country. It takes.an airplane a .com- 
paratively,long time to ascend. to 
the dizzy altitudes: beyond 15,000 
feet. - The. thirty-three-pound.,. shell 
fired from the army’s new; gun will 
reach its maximum altitude in a few 
seconds. ;The: speed of: the shell as 
it leaves the gun is about 3,000 feet 
a second. 


. Uses: Cartridges. 
Until a still more effective weapon 


is developed the new 105. millimeter 
will be the standard for: the fixed

States. It supplements: the 75 mil- 
limeter ‘and /50-and 30 calibre ‘ma- 
chine’ gun ‘batteries:

in batteries of four, five and six 
guns, which means that as the num- 
ber of guns in placement increases 
the burst in the. skies correspond- 
ingly increases in area. 

The gun uses fixed ammunition; in 
other words, prepared cartridges like 
rifle’ cartridges. ‘A compressed air 
rammer and a’semi-automatic breech

teen shells a minute, or one every 
four sécorids.”

of vanquishing: the disease’ might 
perhaps resent the ‘idea that the solu- 
tiod ‘could come from somebody who 
had ‘not acquired the vast store of 
detailed information which they pos- 
sess. : ‘ 

“My idéa was not to reflect upon 
surgeons, radiologists, résearch) work- 
erg or any other class of professional 
investigators. .1. have the highest 
regard, for them; there are no more 
intelligent ‘men in any calling.

HERE is only one President in 

South America, or in all the 

world for that matter, who 

practices medicine along with 
his executive functions. How an emi- 
nent medical man who had never

The selection.of Dr. Isidro Ayora 
to fill the: Provisional: Presidency of 
Ecuador was the reaction which 
comes sooner or later in all enlight- 
ened nations against corruption and 
misgovernment. The nation, or that 
portion of the nation which. directs 
politics, grew weary of a régime of 
graft and incompetence which im- 
poverished the country and retarded 
its. development. So a group of

HE treaty recently signed 
by the United States and 
France (unanimously ap- 

proved last. week by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee), 
the action of the Pan-American 
Conference at Havana and dis- 
cussions .at Geneva all have 
directed attention to the policy 
of this country in regard to arbi- 
tration and conciliation. ‘In the 
following article the new Franco- 
American treaty is subjected to 
analysis and criticism by the test 
of what other nations have done 
and are doing to advance the 
cause of peace. The author is 
the Bemis Professor of Inter- 
national Law at. the Harvard 
Law School.

HE arbitration treaty signed on 
Feb. 6, 1928, by representatives 
of the- United States-and -of 
France has. a. larger. signifi- 
cance than is to be found in its text. 
It seems to represent a new arbitra- 
tion policy of the Government of the 
United. States and it may, determine 
for some years. to come the general 
lines to. be followed by our Govern- 
ment in..agreeing to. arbitrate dif- 
ferences with other nations There 
was.a time when the United States 
was a leader in the movement for in- 
ternational arbitration; but during 
the past decade our leadership has 
clearly, passed. to other countries. 
How far does the new policy promise 
that it will be regained? 
In 1908 and 1909 the United, States 


entered into arbitration treaties with’ 


twenty-two. countries; These so-called 
Root treaties followed the _ style 
then prevailing of excluding from the 
obligation to arbitrate differences of 
a legal nature which affect ‘‘the 
vital interests, the independence or 
the honor” of the parties. 

t America Falls. Behind. 

Since the beginning of the war 
eight of these treaties were allowed 
to’ expire by reasofi of the time limit 
set on their ‘duration. Nine of them 
were rehewed or extended, and even 
the extended treaties with Italy and 
Spain:have now éexpired.:In one case, 
with Sweden, the 1908 treaty was al- 
towed to expire in 1918, and in 1924.a 
new treaty was made on the same 
model 'to replace it. ‘The writer has 
good reason to believe that the 
Swedish Government had a desire to 
negotiate a more inclusive treaty in 
1924, ‘but: that:.our; Government in- 
sisted. on following the pre-war 
model. - In. 1926. also: we negotiated 
a new arbitration treaty with Liberia 
on the model ef 1908. 

Until’ the present, therefore, the 
United, Stutes hag.stuck, to a pre 
war system of arbitration. treaties 
which followed an, obsolete. style. 
Even in, 1911 President, Taft con- 
demned them as inadequate and ne-

a model. It is therefore important 
that the significance of our future 
policy be understood, and that we 
should have a clear idea of its rela- 
tion to what other countries are do- 
ing and to international organization 
in general. 

The new treaty continues in force 
at least some of the provisions of 
the Bryan treaty of 1914. The Bryan 
treaty was a treaty of conciliation, 
not. of arbitration. It provided for 
& permanent international commis- 
sion of five members, for investiga- 
tion and report only. Pending such 
report the States bound themselves 
not to resort to war. Twenty-one of 
the Bryan treaties signed in 1913 and 
1914 came into force. Most of them 
remain in force until they are active 
ly denounced, and the Bryan treaty 
with France has never been de- 
nounced. But in the intervening 
years little has béen done to imple- 
ment any of these treaties by the ap- 
pointment of the members of the 
commissions providei for, and none 
of the commissions has ever func- 
tioned. 


The First Article. 


The first article of the new  arbi- 
tration treaty with France is mainly 
a re-declaration of a provision in the 
Bryan treaty of Sept. 15, 1914. It 
provides for. the submission of: dis- 
putes not settled through ordinary 
diplomatic channels or by adjudica- 
tion, to the permanent international 
commission for investigation and re- 
port. But the provision in the Bryan 
treaty that the two parties agree not 
to resort to any act of force pending 
such investigation and report, is not 
repeated. Moreover, it is now. pro- 
vided by Article III of the new treaty 
that, so far as this treaty is con- 
cerned, the obligation to submit for 
investigation and report*does not ap- 
ply to disputes of certain categories. 
No such exception was made in. the 
Bryan treaty. The, new treaty may 
therefore be interpreted ‘ds a distinct 
weakening of the provisions of the 
Bryan treaty ‘of 1914. ‘Unless the 
provisions of the latter treaty are to 
eontinue in force, the United States 
and France will have relieved them- 
selves of an obligation to submit all 
disputes: of every character for in- 
vestigation. and report; and it seems 
to ‘be. left open to serious question 
whether the Bryan treaty. will. re- 
main in force’ for any other purpose 
than the creation of the permanent 
international commission. 

- -The Old Pact’s Status. 

Where two instruments cover the 
Same. ‘subject-matter, the latter 
would, of course, prevail. It may ‘be 
argued, however, that since the pro- 
visions of the new treaty are not as 
broad as those of the old, and since 
the ‘earlier treaty is not expressly 
terminated, the broader provisions of 
the Bryan treaty must remain in 
force after the new treaty is ratified. 
If this was the intention. of the 
draftsmen of the’ new treaty, it 
éught to have’ been clearly stated.

The United States 
has followed other countries in aban- 
doning this term, and it ought now 
to pass into history as a spent 
phrase. 

Some progress has been made, 
therefore, in the new phraseology. 
Yet the new treaty is by no means 
as broad as the treaties recently 
made by various European States. 
The exception of matters of ‘‘domes- 
tic jurisdiction’? has not been in- 
cluded, for instance, in most of the 
Swiss treaties of arbitration nor in 
most of the Scandinavian treaties. 
Although such an exception te to be 
found in Article XV of the Covenant 
of the League of Nations, it is the 
Council itself which is to determine 
whether a matter is solely within 
the domestic jurisdiction of a State; 
and until such determination by the 
Council, the Council may. have juris- 
diction if the peace of the world be 
involved. But the new treaty leaves 
either the United States or France 
free to claim that the subject-mat- 
ter of any dispute is within its do- 
mestic jurisdiction, and no method is 
provided for determining whether 
the claim is well founded. 


No Standard for Disputes. 


No fixed standards exist for saying 
whether a dispute does or does not 
relate to a domestic matter. In the 
Tunis-Morocco Nationality Case, the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice had to say whether the dis- 
pute related to a domestic matter, 
and the language which it employed 
in its pronouncement is very signifi- 
cant: “The question whether a cer- 
tain matter is or is not solely within 
the jurisdiction of a State is an es- 
sentially relative question; it de- 
pends upon the development of in- 
ternational relations. ‘Thus, in the 
present state of international law, 
questions of nationality are, in the 
opinion of the Court, in principle 
within this reserved domain.”’

The. exclusion. of .every matter 
which ‘‘depends upon or. involves the 
maintenance of the traditional atti- 
tude of the United States concerning 
American. questions, commonly de- 
scribed’ as the Monroe Doctrine,’’ 
now. appears in -our. arbitration 
treaties for the first time... It marks 
another stage in the sanctification 
of the Monroe Doctrine. It is diffi- 
cult to see why this treaty should 
contain any reference to the Monroe 
Doctrine, except that such a refer- 
ence may afford a passageway 
through our Senate. For a dispute 
involving the Monroe Doctrine is 
hardly “susceptible of ‘decision by 
the application of the principles of 
law or equity,’’ unless equity is to be 
given a very strained meaning, and 
would not fall within the treaty’s 
scope. Moreover, it now seems 50 
unlikely that France will challenge 
the application of the traditional 
Monroe Doctrine thatthe exception 
may never prove important. The 
language of the new treaty goes 
even further, however, than the 
language of Article XX of the Cove- 
nant of the League of Nations. 

The. obligation to arbitrate in the 
Root treaty with France of 1908 cov- 
ered only differences of a legal na- 
ture and differences relating to the 
interpretation of treaties. The obli- 
gation of the new treaty covers dif- 
ferences by virtue of a claim of 
rights under treaty or otherwise, 
“which are justiciable in their na- 
ture by reason of being susceptible 
of decision by the application of the 
principles of law and equity.”’. In 
this respect, the two treaties differ 
little if at all, though the later 
treaty is better drafted. But. both 
treaties are far behind the style 
which many other countries have set 
for themselves.

2. A second fact which weakens 
the new treaty is that no dispute can 
be arbitrated without a_ special 
agreement called a ‘“compromis.”’ 
This waters down the obligation to 
arbitrate and makes it a mere 
agreement. to agree. A question 
must. always be stated by both 
parties before any arbitration can be 
held, If. a dispute is serious, the 
two parties may be unable to agree 
upon a “compromis’”’ defining the 
precise questions to be arbitrated. 
Some countries. have escaped this 
difficulty in many cases, asin the 
Locarno treaties, by providing that 
either party to the treaty may initi- 
ate proceedings before the Perma- 
nent Court of International Justice 
if agreement on a “compromic” is 
not reached.

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AMERICAN YACHTS IN A RACE TO. ‘SPAI 


By THOMAS 8. BOSWORTH. 


FFICIAL announcement of the 
conditions governing the yacht 
race which is to be held next 
Summer for cups offered by 

the King of Spain. has been..made 
by the Spanish Ambassador in 
Washington, Alejandro Padilla y 
Bell, who is Chairman’ of the Race 
Committee. A new chapter will on 
that occasion be added to the history 
of yacht racing in this country. A 
group of the most famious yachts in 
America will sail across the Atlantic 
to the country from which Columbus 
set forth to discover the New World: 

Except for the race to Bermuda, 
no fleet of American yachts. has 
ever set out from home ports on s0 
long a course in deep water. Indi- 
vidual] yachts have crossed the At- 
lantic at intervals. during.the past 
century, but. the spectacle .of the 
largest and finest yachts of the day 
standing out of New York ,Harbor 
together will be one whith will be 
long. remembered, ; 

The race is to be sailed in two 
divisions, one for yachts between 
85 and 55 feet waterline, the other 
for all entries. The smaller yachts 
will start on Saturday, June 30, and 
the larger craft are to get away on 
July 7. .The course.to be set is from 
New York to Santander, on the north 
coast of. Spain. 


Entries for the Race. 

Two cups have been given. That 
for the larger class is to be pre 
sented personally by King Alfonso, 
and the one for the smaller boats by 
Queen Victoria... Elaborate prepara- 
tions have" been made by the hosts 
of the American yachtsmen for their 
official welcome. After the presen- 
tation of the trophies coastal runs 
have been scheduled from Bilbao to 
San Sebastian for prizes offered by 
Spanish yachtsmen.

The Atlantic, which was recently 
bought by Gerard B. Lambert of St. 
Louis from General Cornelius Van- 
derbilt for. $500,000, is one of the most 
famous yachts afloat today.

Hook to the Lizard, which she estab- 
lished in 1905, two years after she 
had first taken the water at the 
yards, of Townsend Downey, her 
builder. She won ‘the race for the 
gold cup donated by the Kaiser, and 
the trophy, which was supposed to 
contain .$5,000. worth of pure gold, 
was brought back to the United 
States by Wilson Marshall, her 
owner. 


The End of the Kaiser’s Cup. 


There is a war story connected 
with the cup. It was presented in 
person by the Kaiser and was ac- 
cepted in good faith by American 
yachtsmen for what it was supposed 
to be. After the United States en- 
tered the war Mr. Marshall, who had 
lost a son in France, did not care to 
keep the. cup and offered it for auc- 
tion as a means of raising. money for 
the Red. Cross. It was. sold and re- 
sold until it had brought a total of 
nearly $125,000 for the fund. Finally, 
thirteen years after its presentation, 
the cup was broken up on the stage 
of the Metropolitan Opera House in 
New York as part of the program of 
the Nationa] Red Cross Week, $2,500 
having been bid for the purpose of 
smashing it. ‘The deed was done in 
the presence of President. Wilson— 
and the astonished wreckers found 
that the cup was made of pewter 
covered with a thin veneer of gold!

Individuals, groups, propagandists of 
every sort and kind have been run- 
ning to Washington and besieging 
the Congress to find ways and means 
to pull their particular chestnuts out 
of the fire.

Expression of Public Opinion. 

No form of political organization 
and no social order will look after 
itself. Public opinion is the source 
of safety, as it is the origin of prog- 
ress, A real difficulty in the opera- 
tion of our form of government is 
found in. the fact that true public 
opinion so rarely reaches Washing- 
ton, the capital city. Very seldom 
can it break through the barriers 
erected against it by selfishness, 
greed, local interest, special and 
highly organized propaganda, per- 
sonal ambition and lust of place and 
power. 

Our system of representative gov- 
ernment does not work practically 
as in theory it. was intended to do. 
A Senator when chosen from a State 
becomes, in theory, a Senator of 
the United States and the whole peo- 
ple are his constituents.

The men in representative office 
who are capable of taking a truly 
national vieware.few and far be- 
tween. The number who.have the 
courage and the character to. sacri- 
fice the probability of re-election in 
order to take a genuinely. national 
view are not numerous. This is why 
SO many questions which inyolve 
truth. and falsehood, right and 
wrong, are disposed of by compro- 
mise rather than by settlement in 
accordance with principle. ‘This is 
why government drifts from year to 


year, anxious to avoid taking a:defi- 


nite and.constructive stand in re- 
spect to matters that are in dispute, 
instead of boldly representing the 
people's intelligence and coat ancted s 
conscience and dealing these 
matters on grounds of high prin- 
ciple. 

When situations like this arise, as 
they constantly do, it is usual to 
hear some critic finding fault with 
the Constitution as the cause of it 
all. Nothing could be further from 
the fact. The Constitution is not at 
fault; it is the people themselves 
who fail in the working of their 
Constitution.

The claim of Prince 
Bourbon, ex-Empress Zita st 
their many brothers and sisters 
was denied; the French court 
accepted as valid a decision of 
an Austrian court which had 
vested ownership of the chateau 
in Prince Elie de Bourbon. But 
‘as an Austrian subject, Prince 
Elie’s possessions in France 
were subject to confiscation 
after the war. The article below 
tells the history of this inter- 
esting litigation which has 
brought forward again the story 
of the lost Dauphin, the son of 
Louis XVI.

HE lost Dauphin has, in a 


grandson of that long vanished 
child of Louis XVI and Marie An- 
toinette has asked the courts to give 
him the ancient royal domain of 
Chambord, Chambord at no time be- 
longed to little Louis XVII, whose 
mysterious disappearance after his 


father’s death at the guillotine has |. 


been a theme of romance for a cen- 
tury and a half. But the estate, says 
this claimant, should have been the 
Dauphin’s and therefore it should go 
today to those who ask the world to 
believe they are the Dauphin’s 
descendants. 


He is not the only aspirant for pos- 
session of this valuable old property. 
Contending with him in the Court 
of Appeal of the District of Orléans 
{which has now handed down a de- 
cision], or involyed otherwise in the 
case, are many-scattered survivors of 
the elder branch of the House of 
Bourbon. The dispute ‘over Cham- 
bord has become a celebrated affair. 


It was a: the beginning of the 
sixteenth century, in the most 
luxurious time of the Renaissance, 
that Francois I—the King who. was 
to go down to history for the 
splendor of his reception of Henry 
VIII of England on the Field of the 
Cloth of Gold—turned a former hunt- 
ing lodge of the Counts of Blois 
into this enormous palace, just as, 
nearly two centuries later, Louis XIV 
turned another hunting lodge into 
the Palace of Versailles. The 
magnitude of the work may be 
judged from the fact that the build- 
ing contains nearly 500 rooms, while 
the stables could put up more than 
1,000 horses, the park place sur- 
rounded by a wall more than twenty 
miles long. More than 65,000,000 
livres in taxes, wrung from the 
French people, wer: swallowed up 
in the original construction, to say 
nothing of the public money that 
was afterward spent upon it by 
Henri I, Louis XIII, Louis XIV and 
Louis XV. 


This last monarch, when Hé auc- 
ceeded his great-grandfather, was 
only a child of 5, but he followed 
Louis XIV in making Versailles his 
principal residence; and, after hay- 
ing allowed his father-in-law, Stanis- 
las Leczinski, the fugitive King of 
Poland, to live at Chambord toward 
the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, he eventually presented it to 
Marshal de Saxe. 

At the Revolution the place suf- 
fered at the hands of the mob, as 
did so many other of the. artistic 
beauties of France, and most°of its 
carved doors and panelings were 
torn down. However, its architec- 
tural features, including the won- 
derful double spiral staircase, ‘with 
one stairway entirely concealed from 
the other, and the elaborately deco- 
rative embellishments of its ‘foof; ré- 
mained. 

Eventually Napoleon - gave it toe 
Berthier, his trusted and.competent 
Chief of Staff and one of his Mar- 
shals, who showed his» gratitude by 
being the first to forsake him and to 
join Louis XVIII at the first Resto- 
ration of 1814. Perhaps.he repented,

His home 
has been since then at Vienna, now a 
town of about 2,000 population. 
There he married Miss Lucy Heard, 
daughter of the county’s leading 
merchant. 

He soon was elected Prosecuting 
Attorney for the judicial circuit) and 
he rose later, and almost a 
ally, to the bench. Then he went to 
the State Court of A 
from it to its highest appellate tri- 
bunal, the Supreme Court of Geor- 
gia. Thereon he sat as an Associate 
Justice for several years. He quit 
the bench in his early forties and re- 
opened a law office in his home town. 
And from there he was elected to the 
United States Senate. 

George’s rise politically,..say his 
friends, was due to methods that are 
the reverse of the hand-shaking, 
back-slapping, spellbinding kind. 

“TI doubt if he ever told an anec- 
dote, or figured in many worth the 
telling,’’ says one of the Senator’s 
Oldest and closest friends. ‘‘But he 
is thoroughly human—in his own 
quiet way.’’ 

Opposed Child Labor Measure. 

At Washington George, being with- 
out previous legislative . experience, 
was slow in putting himself forward. 
The first noteworthy’ instance’ was 
during the discussion’ 6f the proposed 
anti-child labor amendment to the 
Federal Constitution. The junior 
Senator of Georgia opposed the pro- 
posal, which was’ approved -by Con- 
gress but was later rejected by near- 
ly all the State Legislatures. 

Senator George was conspicuous in 
the debates over the Brookhardt:elec- 
tion and the Nye appointment. cases, 
both of which involved fine points of 
law and logic. He supported the 
World Court proposal and thus 
brought opposition upon himself for 
the full Senatorial} term, ‘but he, won 
easily and has four more years of 
the term to serve, 

The Senator’s speaking style is rem- 
iniscent of classic writings on the 
common law. The’ United States 
Supreme Court qiiotea ‘from one of 
his speeches in an Opinion handed 
down not long ago. His is the brand 
of oratory which, with rhetorical 
adornment that George never em- 
ploys, has been used most notably in 
the Senate in late years by Senator 
William FE. Borah of Idaho. 

A Blend of Borah and Underwood, 

Some observers say that George of 
Georgia is ‘probably’a second Borah 
im evolution. Both men have good 
physical presences, pleasing speaking 
voices, studious® inclinations, per- 
sonally ‘reticent. dispositions, sensi- 
bility. and ..well-developed philoso- 
phies of politics ‘and public service.

ALTERS RESERVATION METHOD 





TVE Pullman cars are daily pull- 
ing out -of..the” Pennsylvania 
Termine! on. the fast limiteds 

where usually only four depart. In 
other words, the Winter travel to 
Florida and.the Guif resorts is on. 
This movément.is. but one..of_ the 
great seasonal ‘‘rushes’’ which hap- 
every year and, in the aggregate, 
ve revolutionized routine in. vari- 
ous departments of rafllroad pas- 
senger service; in no department 
more notably than in the handling 
of Pullman reservations. 

Passenger agents say that the vol- 
ume and the now widely separated 
Sources of the demand made for 
Pullman reservations have influenced 
every large trunk-line to concentrate 
this branch of the service in a cen- 
tral distributing office, of its own. 
The mechanism of these clearing 
houses makes them one more de- 
velopment of metropolitan con- 
veniences. eee 

Pullman patrons here.may wonder 
why they never see a ‘‘diagram’’ any 
more when purchasing a room, berth 
or chair. They**may’ ‘wonder how 
business. is done without it. Pas- 
senger agents explain that no longer 
can the diagram go to the traveler; 
the traveler, Mahomet-wise, must go 
to the diagram} -his going being ac- 
complished vicariously, of course, by 
telephone to’the central office. This 
has become necessary because berths 
are purchased. at..many. different 
ticket..offices, blocks and possibly 
even miles apart. Section 1 might 
have been sold at a Consolidated 
ticket office. in. West... Forty-second 
Street; Section..2, at the Pennsyl- 
vania Terminal in Thirty-fourth 
Street; Section. 3, by the station 
agent at Trenton. N. J., and so on. 

Avoiding Duplications, 

The Pullman probleni is solved by 
the central distributing, office. This 
bureau jis the mysterious place to 
which the ticket clerk atthe rail- 
Toad station is speaking when he 
telephones to order a Pullman ac- 
commodation. There a voice an- 
swers bim.. .With only a moment’s 
reference to the diagram the voice 
is able to tell him just how to make 
out the green or pink triplicate Pull- 
man ticket so that there is (or 
should. be) no duplication when the 
traveler claims the reservation it 
calls for on the train. 

The conversation for this transac- 
tion may prove familiar; helping to

The Pennsylvania officials call 
their distributing office for Pullman 
space the largest in the world. It 
is located on the second floor of the 
Pennsylvania Terminal on the 
Seventh Avenue side. 

Functioning entirely by wire, save 
for a supplementary mail business, 
this distributing office requires some 
120 telephone trunk lines and a score 
of private telegraph wires. Its daily 
average of 10,000 telephone calls has 
risen to, the 20,000 mark on occa- 
sional peaks.; The daily receipt of 
telegrams is given as 1,000. A force 
of ninety persons, divided into day, 
evening and night shifts, provide a 
twenty-four-hour: service. 

The diagrams. for.the 450 cars, 550 
cars, or whatever the day’s demand 
may be, are ‘kept in racks. These 
racks are placed on tables running 
lengthwise of a large room. The 
2,000 pigeonholes :are open at each 
end so they can be “worked” from 
either side of the table; the fact that 
advance as well as current reserva- 
tions must be cared for necessitating 
the. extra. number, The pigeonholes 
are divided horizontally according to 
the days of the week; the top row, 
Sunday;:therbottom row, Saturday. 


Photostat. Records Kept. 


This main table containing the 
racks is connected by direct tele- 
phone wires. with all local ticket of- 
fices' of the Pennsylvania. The 
clerks are ‘equipped as telephone 
operators. They wear the operator's 
‘‘cap’’ and the up-curving transmit- 
ter horn on the breast, and ‘‘plug in” 
on their ‘‘positions’’ at the table with 
the usual cord and plug. 

In addition to the main, table, the 
*“‘public table’’ receives all telephone 
calls the. public itself makes direct 
and the ‘‘message table’’’ is con- 
nected with the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road switchboard, and receives long 
distance telephone reservations made 
by. the road’s ticket agents ‘‘out on 
the line.”’ :

Everything is in a state 
of continual motion; nothing is at 
rest. The old Greek Heraclitus knew 
that. Nothing is static. You would 
be astonished if you knew all the 
things that are happening in an ap- 
parently stagnant pond, in a tum- 
bler of water, in your own body. All 
the particles are in a state of vio- 
lent agitation. You can see that with 
a@ powerful microscope. Throughout 
the universe everything is in a con- 
stant state of activity, nothing is 
stagnant. All the heavenly bodies are 
moving fast. The star Arcturus is 
going at 200 miles a second. The 
earth is going at about twenty miles 
a second. That is a very great speed 
compared with the rate of a cannon 
ball—like an express train to a snail.

Moon’s Pull at the Earth. 


Was the earth always spinning at 
that rate and, if the moon has 
stopped spinning, why?

The moon, which is 
whirled round by the earth once a 
month by gravity, is always trying 
to fly off at a tangent.

Within the building is an enormous 
pool of water. It is nearly’ as long 
| as the Washington Monument is 
high, 470 feet, ‘to -be: exact, 42- feet 
wide:and’ 14 feet deep. It contains 
more than 1,000,000 gallons of water. 

Thé:' next thing: one notices is a 
platform ‘contrivance which turns 
out to be a towing carriage:. It ex- 
tends over the water from one side 
to the other. It weighs about forty 
tons. 

20-Foot Graft, Used. 

The long ‘building, the million-gal- 
lon pool, the forty-ton carriage are 
only the background for the object 
of importance. Below the towing 
carriage is a ship model. It is not 
the kind one keeps on his parlor 
mantel, all beflagged and with sails 
spread, but a small wooden hull for 
a steamship 20 feet long. It is 
made just as carefully as its decora- 
tive relative, but the emphasis, in- 
stead of being on beauty, is 6n con- 
» formity to the lines of the proposed 
liner. 

For the model and what it. ‘repre- 
sents this huge building stands, The 
tiny craft, almost lost in the: vast 
surroundings, is the represéntation 
in miniature of a giant liner which 
will one day plow the Atlantic. 
Just how fast it will go, how much 
fuel it will consume, how much it 
will cost to operate, will depétid to 
a@ considerable degree on the experi- 
ments in this building.. The Experi- 
mental Model Basin is, therefore, 
far as ships are-coneerned, a 
of super-physics laboratory for. the 
Navy Department and therefore for 
the United States. ‘ 

Every mariner has had an out- 
standing navigation problem. With 
Coleridge’s mythical ‘‘Ancient Mar- 
iner’”’ one difficulty was to get going. 
With Columbus it was merely to 
cross the ocean. The Pinta, the 
Nifia and the Santa Maria, of fifty, 
forty and a hundred tons, respec- 
tively, would look frail maésd’ béside 
Modern ocean greyhounds. Their 
lines were altogether different. They 
were more picturesque than efficient. 

As to what “‘lines’’ are efficient for 
a@ given purpose, the Model Basin of- 
fers a scientific solution: ‘It-is its 
function to test:the designs of ‘nearly 
every projected large American ship 
to determine what dimensions and 
shape of hull até most suitable: ‘This 
is the age of getting/somewhere cise 
in a hurry. The.speed of a ship is 
now all-important. ‘The Mode] Basin 
must disclose how the desired spesd 
may be obtained. In the case of a 
warship the length is also important 
for the reason that it is a potential 
target for an enemy.

Experimenting Mechanisms. 

Equipment includes devices “to 
Make waves dash proportionately 
high. It inclides also wave breakers 
that can quiet the troubled waters 
when calm is required. The most 
imposing machinery in point of size 
is, the forty-ton towing carriage 
which pulls the ship models through 
the water. It is operated by four 
electric motors. Automatic devices, 
attached to the mode), record the 
speed in knots. 

The resistance offered to the hull 
is one of the most important of the 
Measurements taken. From the tests 
made on the small model, almost ex- 
act predictions .an be made as*te 
the efficiency of the corresponding 
ship weighing thousands of tons. 
Some of the models are self-pro- 
pelled, therefore hundreds of propel- 
lers are studied. Construction of the 
models is carried only far enough to 
give the form of the under-water 
body, for that is the part that is 
tested. 

Two weeks are needed to round 
out a trial, which ineludes the con- 
struction of the model, the testing, 
the interpretation of the findings 
and. the preparation of the written 
material describing the results. In 
the average year about 100’ such ex- 
periments are completed. 

It is stated that on thé average 
what is learned by the tests results 
in an increase of the speed of a ves- 
sel by one-half knot to a knot.

Also that ‘‘a model ship 
of practically every new ship which 
is built in the United States is first 
tested at the Washingten yard.”’ 

This’ list includes’ commercial as 
well as Government vessels. Con- 
greas has provided that all commer 
cial work shall be done at cost.

APTISTS representing many 
countries where the denogmine- 
tion is now organized will meet 
in ‘Vienna: on Mareh 10 and ii in 
recognition of the 400th anniversary 
of the martyrdom of Balthasar Hub- 
‘prafer, leader of the Baptists or Ana- 
baptists .of the Reformation.

Balthasar Hubmaier was born of 
obscure’ parénts at Freiburg, in 
South Germany, in 1481: .-He sup- 
himself while obtaining a 
thorough education, He gained his 
M: A.*at the University Of Freiburg 
in 1511 and his doctorate in theol- 
ogy in 1512, studying under the cele- 
brated Dr. Eck. From 1512-1516 he 
‘was 8. member of the Faculty of the 
University of Ingolstadt and in 1515 
became.jis Rector,, In) 1516..he/was 
called to be preacher and priest at 
the Cathedral of Regensburg (Ratis- 
bon), on the Danube. 
, About 1522, influenced by Luther's 
tracts, he gradually adopted the 
Protestant point of view, -until.in 
October, ' 1523, at Zurich, Switzer- 
land; he opetily and publicly declared 
himself a Protéestazit.

A Gallery of Rare Portraits. 


There are, perhaps, a greater nun 
ber of rarities in the portrait section, 
which includes ten important prints 
in proof state of Nelson, the most 
noteworthy being a brilliant proof by 
W. Barnard after L. Abbott. Rodney 
is represented by an early state of 
he . Gainsborough-Dupont portrait 
and. by .an uncommon half-length 
proof by V. Green after Barron. A 
very rare full-length is that of Sir 
Hyde...Parker...by..J.. Walker after 
Romney, published in 1780. A con- 
temporary etching of Martin Tromp, 
of which only three impressions were 
struck, is extremely rare, as is also 
a fine proof of Paul Jones, no other 
copy of which has been seen or heard 
of by Mr. Macpherson.

New York and 
its district 88, of Sydney 48, of Cal- 
cutta 37, Cape Town 28, Boston. and 
Philadelphia 25, Liverpool 20, &c, It 
includes early or late views, usually 
both, of almost every recognized port 
throughout the world. 

The most valuable single item in 
the collection is an oil painting ‘‘en 
grisaille’’ by W. Van der Velde the 
elder,.which dates from ‘1654. Mr.

HE ‘Heriot. adios Commission.

The next development, it is consid- 
ered probable, may he a European 
film entente, frankly aimed at the 
showing of American films in Europe 
and in European dependencies. The 
origins of this revolt. from Hollywood 
are. economic and political.es well 
as,esthetic. It is proposed to create 
national film industries on a profit- 
able scale and, moreover, to use na- 
tional films to counteract the spread 
of unwelcome ‘‘American - ideas’ 
among European and ‘‘native’’ peo- 
ples...

French Reciprocity Aims. 

The French Cinema bill contem- 
plates reciprocity—that is to say, it 
aims to open the American market 
to French ‘films if’ France is to pur- 
chase American films. American 
firms distributed 368 pietures in 
France last year; while eight French 
films were bought for America. 

The British Cinematograph Films 
act, however, which will be the model 
for similar legislation in the British 
Dominions and Crown Colonies, ‘defi- 
nitely looks to the’ creation of a 
British film market» The act prohib- 
its blind booking ‘from Jan. 1 and 
prohibits advance booking for longer 
than certain specific periods. 

After April 1 this year all films 
must be registered under the act and 
every renter must’ obtain a license 
from the Board of Trade. Every ex- 
hibitor must obtain a similar license 
after Oct. 1. Beginning next April, 
every renter must acquire 734 per 
cent. of British films, and this per- 
centage will be increased gradually 
each year until 20 per cent. will be 
required by 1985-36. Beginning in 
October, every exhibitor must ex- 
hibit at least’ 5 per cent. of British 
films, and this percentage will be 
increased gradually each year until 
20 per cent. will be required by 1935-

just increases .its capacity by that 
much, employing more men, adding 
to its equipment, enlarging its plant 
acreage, and 80 forth. It looks 
simple, but; it’s all wrong. 

The error lies In the fact*that mass 
production is.& matter of method be- 
fore it is anything else. The object 
is not to make a great many cars 
regardless of everything else, but to 
make them by a method that will 
bring cost down as quantity goes: up. 
If’ mass production did not’ achieve 
this, the manufacturer who made a 
million cars a year could not sell 
them for any less than the man who 
made a thousand. It was the cost- 
reducing, quantity-increasing method 
of mass production that had to be 
worked out before mqnutagraers: 


could put on the market the ‘millions | | 


of cheap cars now being enjoyed by | 
those who want to live while they 
work for a living. 

This method involves the coordi- 
nation of many separate and detailed 
lines of effort. Like the tributaries 
of a great river, products of remote 
and independent origin must flow 
into the main stream for the min- 
gling there that,.in a.motor-car.fac- 
tory, is called the assembly of fin- 
ished automobiles. As the Missis- 
sippi pours its united waters into 
the Gulf of Mexito,-the motor-car 
factory must pour its assembled au- 
tomobiles into the’streets and high- 
ways of the world. 


The Flood From Flint. 


This is what the factories are striv- 
ing to do this year more than ever 
before, for early predictions of a 
boom in the automobile business 
hava been followed by actzal reports 
of increased sales. This 1s especially 
true of the lower-priced cars and 
more especially of Chevrolet. The 
busiest automobile centre in the 
world today is that of Chevrolet at 
Flint, Mich. From the Chevrolet 
plants there and elsewhere more than 
5,000 completed cars are being turned 
out every twenty-four hours. More 
than 112,000 were produced in Febru- 
ary and the expectation is for more 
than 127,000 in March. 

This is mass production, and the 
method may be observed in the heart 
of things at Flint. Here all motors 
and stamped parts for Chevrolets 
are built in separate factories. Small 
parts are made. in another factory 
at Bay City, Mich.; castings are 
made at Saginaw; gears and axles 
are manufactured in Detroit and 
transmissions are built at Toledo. 
Thus there is concentration on sepa- 
rate parts in different factories, with 
no factory making complete auto- 
mobiles. When, however, all the 
necessary parts, shipped from Flint, 
Bay City, Saginaw, Detroit and To- 
ledo, “arrive: at an assembly plant 
they are put together—and, presto, 
there’s a Chevrolet. 

There are seven assembly plants 
in the United States. The largest is 
at Flint. The other six are at Tarry- 
town and Buffalo, N. Y.; Norwood, 
Ohio; Janesville, Wis.; Oakland, 
Cal., and St. Louis. An eighth is 
scheduled to open at Atlanta within 
a few weeks. Adjoining each of 
these assembly plants is a Fisher 
body factory which supplies it with 
bodies to fit the chassis it assembles 
from the parts shipped to it. 


On the Assembly Line. 

Everything, therefore, centres in 
the assembly plant, and the assem- 
bly line is the centre of everything 
in it. This is where an observer can 
watch a car come to life. It begins 
as part of a chassis placed on a mov- 
ing platform, or belt. It is scarcely 
more than a frame, just a few pieces 
of iron held together by the neces- 
sary bolts. The belt moves and the 
frame with it. Workmen stand on 
each side of the line. As the frame 
comes by a man slips a whee! on the 
axle nearest him. The next man 
tightens the bolts that hold it. Some 
one puts in the steering post, some 
one else attaches the fenders, and 
so on down the line, each man doing 
the same thing to a different car as 
it passes by. Near the end of the 
line the body is lowered from above. 
It is fitted and bolted in place and 


the car, now looking like an auto-. 


mobile, moves on. A man with a 
hose puts a gallon of gas in the tank, 
another jumps into the driver’s seat, 


‘and the‘car: runs off the ‘line under 
its own power, ready. to take: the 
road. In less than an hour from the 
time a-chassis frame starts at one 
end of the line it comes off a com- 
plete car at the other. 

The motors that go‘into these cars 
are assembled in much the ‘same 
way. A rough casting of a motor- 
block arrives at Flint from Saginaw. 
It goes into a machine which drills 
thirty-six holes at once, ‘Then it 
starts down a moving line, where 
men, stationed.a few. feet apart, 
smooth and polish it, and add the 
necessary parts as it goes by.. When 
it comes off the end of the line it 


is run a while for testing, and, if| 


it stands up as it should, it is ready 
for shipment to one of the assembly 
plants, Twelve thousand men, work- 
ing in three shifts of eight hours 
each, thus turn out 5,000 motors a 
day at Flint. Altogether it requires 
100,000 people to make, sell and ser- 
vice Chevrolet cars. 
More Cars, Less Cost. 

Thus the method of mass _ produc- 
tion is one of harmony with diver- 
sity, and it has been found that the 
greater diversity there is the greater 
the volume of production, provided 
harmony is not lost. And increasing 
the volume of production by. this 
method means the lowering of cost 
per car.. Each Chevrolet costs less 
when 5,000 are made in a day than 
when the daily output was 1,000. 
That is why a manufacturer is able 
to reduce the price of his car without 
sacrificing its quality when his sales 
justify increased production. 

Nor is the method of mass. produc- 
tion fixed. In every automobile plant 
where cars are turned out in quan- 
tity,. engineers,. inspectors, .foremen 
are constantly seeking new ways and 
devices for facilitating the process of 
manufacture. In the beginning, for 
instance, the parts needed by the 
men on the. assembly line. were 
brought to them in trucks and 
stacked on the floor. This required 
stooping and stepping, and otherwise 
wasted time. In the Chevrolet and 
other plants these parts are now 
brought to the men on overhead car- 
riers from..which they can be re- 
moved and placed in position with- 
out any lost motion on the part of 
the workman. 

Nor ‘is good workmanship  sacri- 
ficed in all this division of labor. In 
addition to numerous inspectors 
along the assembly line, there is an 
automatic check on the work each 
man does. If the part he supplies is 
not correctly fit+ d, if he misses a 
nut or a bolt, the man next to him 
cannot do his part of the job. 

Mass production, therefore, means 
a lot of cars—but it also means less 
cost and better quality for each car 
in the lot. 


FRANCE OPENS DOORS 
TO AMERICAN TOURISTS 


R the first time in the history 

of international touring, the 

French Government has author- 
ized the Touring Club of France, 
which is its official representative, 
to give to the American Automo- 
bile Association French Triptyques, 
which permit the temporary impor- 
tation of American cars into France 
for touring purposes without the pay- 
ment of duty, 

M. Claudel, French Ambassador to 
the United States, in a letter to 
Thomas P. Henry, President of the 
A. A. A., said: ‘‘The Minister of Pub- 
lic Works has informed me that his 
Administration will use all its efforts 
to give to the American tourists the 
maximum of facilities from the mo- 
ment of their landing in France, 
especially in that which concerns the 
deliverance of the permit de con- 
duire, receipts of the declaration of 
the vehicle [gray cards] or the in- 
ternational travel certificates.’ 

The national. motoring body points 
out that this service, available to 
members of the 958 affiliated A. A. 
A. motor clubs, will greatly simplify 
regulations governing the taking of 
motor vehicles into France for tour- 
ing purposes. 

The Foreign Department of the A. 
A. A. announces that with the sign- 
ing of the contract with France for 
the delivery of French triptyques, 
contracts have.been completed with 
the principal European countries for 
the issuing of triptychs, and the 
A. A. A. is in position to furnish

OMEWHAT as Maine is con- 
sidered the ‘political weather- 
vane, of the country, Wayne 
County, Michigan, in which De- 
troit is situated, is looked upon as 
the barometer of the automobile in- 
dustry. And the indication for this 
year is clear weather with no low- 
pressure disturbances in sight. 

The January registration of new 
cars in Wayne County is the indica- 
tor. The figures are in, and they are 
up. A total of 3,043 cars were regis- 
tered as against 2,518 in January, 
1927, a gain of nearly 21 per cent. 

Most..of the manufacturers selling 
cars in the Detroit district showed 
substantial gains. Chevrolet, which 
led the field both years, jumped from 
689 in 1927 to 812 in 1928. Hudson- 
Essex, coming second, climbed from 
451 to 623. Oakland-Pontiac went 
from 120 to 345; Willys-Knight-Whip- 
pet from 69 to 148; Studebaker-Ers- 
kine from 52 to 129; Dodge from 60 
to 99; Hupmobile from 838 to 99; 
Cadillac-Lafalle from 33 to 58; Pack- 
ard from 25 to 47; Graham-Paige 
from 9 to 36, and Marmon from 10 
to 23. These were the most impres- 
sive gains. Some of the other cars 
fell off slightly for the month, but 
out of the twenty-two companies rep- 
resented in the district, fourteen 
went ahead. 

Commerting on its analysis of 
these figures, The Automotive Daily 
News last week said: 


Incroase in retail saies during the first

Figuring It Up. 

T is as impossiblé for any one

Jersey Justice. 

TORISTS are likely to be 

unanimous with vociferosity in 

their approval of the section of 
the New Jersey Motor Regulation bill 
that makes it illegal for any person 
to stop an automobile “for the pur- 
pose of soliciting the purchase of 
goods, merchandise or tickets or for 
the purpose of soliciting contribu- 
tions for any cause whatsoever.’ 
That means policemen selling tickets 
to a dance and firemen seeking do- 
nations for a new checkerboard or 
something. 


This is only one of the provisions 
of the bill. .There may not be such 
unanimity about the others. The 
proposed measure is said to embody 
the most comprehensive traffic plan 
ever attempted in the State. It was 
prepared by the State Traffic Com- 
mission after weeks of investigation, 
and was introduced into the Legis- 
lature at Trenton by Assemblyman 
Russell E. Wise, Chairman of the 
commission, The first public hear- 
ing on the measure was held at 
Trenton last week and others are 
likely to follow. There will probably 
be a good deal of discussion and 
some changes in the bill before it 
becomes a law. 

Among its proposals is pedestrian 
regulation. Where traffic lights are 
provided, people on foot must obey 
them. Crossing a street in the mid- 
dle of a block is permitted. only 
where there are no lights and then 
it must be at right angles to the 
curb-lines. Pedestrians should be 
cheered, however, by the provision 
giving them the right of way ‘‘over 
all vehicles, including those making 
turns,’’ when crossing at an inter- 
section with the Hghts in their 
favor. And they don’t have to 
scamper to safety when caught in 
the middle of the street by, changing 
lights. They have the right of way 
until they reach the curb. 


The bill would raise the highway 
speed limit'from thirty to thirty-five 
miles an hour and other limitations 
correspondingly. It also stipulates 
that road signs shal] be uniform and 
that traffic signals shall not be in 
the street.

S YOU’ DRIVE YOURSELF 








By FREDERICK C. RUSSELL, 
LMOST every driver’s ambition 
A is to be.proficient in getting 
the lead in. traffic. It. is a 
laudable ambition, too, for in follow- 
ing it. drivers become more skillful 
and traffic congestion is. automat- 
ically. minimized.; Too often, how- 
ever, safety is sacrificed in this .ef- 
fort to keep ahead of the procession, 
whereas results could.be had» with- 
out resorting to the, expedient of 
taking. chances if more were. known 

about. the characteristics of cars, 


There are many persons who-imag- 
ine they obtain a better start: in 
traffic: by starting in second gear 
rather than in low. As a matter of 
fact. they -are: apt) to retard the 
process in this way for the reason 
that some of the second-gear com- 
binations are nearer to high than to 
low. Such an arrangement provides 
a quiet second.gear and jit is for 
this reason that some manufacturers 
prefer it. A high second makes it 
possible to run up to thirty or forty 
miles an hour before shifting to high 
and thus facilitates hill climbing and 
makes for excellent control in traf- 
fic. But because of this high gear- 
ing of second the policy of starting 
in second is not'a wise one. Better 
run a few feet in low and then shift 
to second. It’s speedier. 


If Brakes Get Wet. 


Here is a suggestion for those who 
drive cars with external contracting, 
exposed four-wheel brakes. If brake 
band clearance is excessive in such 
a braking system, whether mechan- 
ical or hydraulic, there willbe a 
tendency for the brakes to, become 
waterlogged in a hard rain, Many 
drivers doubtless have noticed this 





and not a few have asked the writer 





if there isn’t some way to overcome 
this danger. 

The best way, of course, is to have 
the bands adjusted for correct clear- 
ance at all times. When water can 
work in between the drums and the 
bands so readily it is obvious that 
the clearance is éxcessive; If there 
is no opportunity to have the: brakes 
adjusted with a view to preventing 
such trouble the logical thing to do 
is to use the brakes'as often as pos- 
sible when driving in heavy rain, 
If, upen. trying the. brakes it. is 
found that they do not hold well, it 
is permissible to run-elong for a few 
blocks: with the brakes lightly ap- 
plied. This serves’ to squeeze: out 
the water-and restore the brakes to 
@ more normal condition. 

To Dry Out Brakes. 

Also, when it is evident that a stop 
should be made, the -rule.is' to start 
stopping a little sooner... This gives 
the brake. linings a little more time 
to. rise to their usual efficiency: 

Drivers of the older style hydraulic 
brakes with the supply tank. con- 
veniently mounted on. the engine side 
of the dash have still another way 
of meeting this condition. By pump- 
ing more. fluid into the lines. itis 
possible to tighten the.bands: to. ia 
point where the brakes drag. With 
the system. operating this way .a 
motorist can drive through ..deep 
puddles of water and have his brakes 
just as efficient as if.the streets:were 
dry. The water.naturally, keeps the 
brakes from burning and from. wear- 
ing excessively,

Back fo “the Good Old ‘Days.’’ 

Four . interchangeable coits were 
made to cover the wave-length range 
froni_about*fifteen meters to.ninety- 
two meters. These coils were wound 
on the bases of discarded CX-301A 
tubes, the four prongs being used for 
terminal contacts which made con- 
nections to the two secondary and 
regenerction control terminals 
brought up to the socket. The cir- 
cuit is the standard regeneration 
control which has been the ama- 
teur’s standby since 1915. 
The engineers call attention to the 
fact that any circuit that-can stand 
up for thirteen years and still be the 
favorite of 99 per cent. of the radio 


‘amateurs must be a pretty good cir- 


cuit. This is all the more impressive 
when consideration is given to the 
fact that the untiring efforts of some 
fifteen or twenty thousand radio am- 
ateurs have, for years and years, 
been trying to develop something 
better. 


The airplane receiver was tested to 
see that it would function properly 
before it was installed in a plane.

“Signals were of maximum 
strength and in spite of our knowl- 
edge that the greatest distance the 
plane flew from the transmitter was 
not more than two miles, our enthu- 
siasm jumped up several points. 9EK 
transmitted on a wave length of 38.4 
meters and we had visions of greater 
things, possibly two-way communica- 
tion for five or ten miles, and by 
stretching .our..imagination.we.even 
had visions of voice communication 
over a mile or twoounder the most 
favorable conditions: Such were the 
impressions left with us after our 
first attempt at airplane radio.”’ 

Further tests were conducted on 
various wave lengths. Station, 8CEO, 
Oakmont, Pa., communicated with 
the plane 500 miles away.on the sey- 
enty-niné-meter wave. The complete 
radio equipment in the plane at this 
time weighed but sixty-five ‘pounds 
and was powered by dry batteries.

QUESTIONS’ AND ANSWERS.

UESTION—My residence is at 
Q Fairlea Farms, Orange, Conn. 
The house is built on a little 
hill, mostly of rock formation, which 
is the genera) condition here. Ad- 
joining the house on the west side 
is a small well house, in which is a 
well 132 feet deep, almost all of 
which is in solid rock. This is 
operated by a deep well pump, hav- 
ing the usual electric connections and 
also a connection for the grounding 
of the electric wiring system of the 
house. Recently, while in this well 
house, I heard what was evidently 
radio music. It continued for some 
minutes, and I stepped from the well 
house into the cellar adjoining, but 
immediately —lost- track .of the 
sounds. Stepping back into the well 
house, I once more heard” them: 
There is a radio in the house, which 
was not being operated at the time 
and not connected in any way with 
the well: or the water system. The 
nearby residences are from 600 to 
1,500 feet away. Most of-them have 
radios and some of these were being 
used at the time mentioned. Can 
any suggestion as to the solution of 
these conditions be offered?—E. C. 
H. ANSWER -- Peculiar circum- 
stances of reflection or concentrated 
sound waves from one of your neigh- 
bors’ radios may be thrown directly 
toward the pump house, whose walls 
may be acting as a second concen- 
trator. for’ their interception under 
peculiar conditions of the air. There 
is said to be a place in-the western 
part of the United States where be- 
tween two perpendicular but concave 
cliffs nearly 1,000 feet apart a per- 
son speaking in moderate tones be- 
fore one’ cliff may be distinctly heard 
by another person at a certain place 
before the ‘other ‘cliff. Movement of 
the speaker or the auditor through @ 
few feet-is said to destroy the acous- 
tic effect or echo. - In the case of 
the music you heard, if your neighbor 
has a particularly strong loud- 
speaker it. might be causing part of 
the wall or a window to ‘vibrate in 
sympathy . and, transmit -the sound 
outside of the: building. | Scientists 
have- discovered surprising acoustic 
effects .when conditions are right, 
many of which are hard’ to believe. 
Your well may actually’be operating 
as a resonator for the feeble vibra- 
tions picked up by the walls of the 
building: which. covers it, 


QUESTION—I have a seven-tube 
set with “‘A’’ battery, trickle charger 
and ‘“‘B”’ eliminator. The antenna is 
100 feet.long. and ground wire is con- 
nected to the radiator. When the 
set was new I could hear twenty- 
seven local stations and as far away 
as Tennessee and Chicago. Now-I 
get the long wave stations, such as 
WEAF and WJZ, with-a trifle noise 
and with much more noise on the 
lower’ wave stations, some of which 
I cannot’ hear because of the’'disturb- 
ance.

the entire wave bands. .Turning the 
volume off and on is the only thing 
that will start the set over again. It 
may do this three or four<times in 
an evening and then not again for a 
week, Shaking it has no effect. A 
change in the “A” and ‘‘B’’ batteries 
made no difference. ‘There are no 
other sets or power wires near. Can 
you diagnose the trouble?—S. R. 
ANSWER-—Look through the set 
thoroughly to discover any imperfect 
joints in the wiring. ‘Clean the tube 
prongs and the socket contacts. In- 
spect batteries and. battery wiring, 
also rheostats, to see if any of the 
adjustable parts are loose. Have the 
tubes tested for efficiency and 
change them about in the different 
sockets, The trouble may be due to 
insufficient -or- too -much- ‘‘C’’ bat- 
tery or some condition which causes 
the tube to become paralyzed for a 
time. Try another grid leak and 
finally a new grid condenser if the 
trouble is not rectified..Blow through 
the variable condenser plates to re- 
move any dust that may have ac- 
cumulated, 

QUESTION-—I have a five-tube 
tuned radio frequency set operated 
with dry batteries and a storage 
“A” battery. A few months ago I 
hooked up the set in a new place and 
found that I got distorted and weak 
signals. Reception seemed to be all 
right with the earphones, however, 
so I plugged the speaker in at the 
phone jack. This helped, but upon 
removing the last tube I found to my 
surprise that results were better than 
ft had ever had on five tubes— 
better tone and seemingly as much 
volume. ‘Should I have the trouble 
rectified and operate the set on five 
tubes'.as it was.intended? (2) My 
tubes are all two years old. Can you 
tell where the fault is?7—R. W. 8. 
ANSWER—First, replace the tubes 
with new ones, Tubes in use for two 
years cannot be. depended: upon for 
good results. Be certain that the bat- 
tery connections are made correctly. 
They may not be wired as they were 
in the former location. Inspect the 
springs of the last jack to ascertain 
whether a good contact is being 
made.

J. V. L. Hogan, Past President of 
the Institute of Radio Engineers, 
warned members of the Radio Manu- 
facturers’ Association to forsake the 
easiest way. He said that for. the 
past years the tendency had been to 
drift into the ‘‘easiest channel,’’ and 
predicted a ‘‘dead end’”’ in its prog- 
ress unless research engineers di- 
rected their attention upon new 
angles of development. Television, 
noctovision, photo-radio, beam trans- 
mission, facsimile messages, transat- 
lantic wireless telephony and the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission! Well, if the 
manufacturers wake up 1932 will see 
Chanel's in Paris transmitting a New 
York. débutante’s coming-out gown 
over the ether waves. 


Authorities in engineering circles 
last week predicted that television 
would not throw the radio industry 
into the throes of another disastrous 
‘patent war.’’ The basic principles 
have been known for years, experts 
say, and there is little of a patentable 
nature in it. 

Captain O. G. Hutchinson, manag- 
ing director of the Baird Television 
Development Company of London, 
said: ‘‘We will try to make.a fair 
working arrangement with other tele- 
vision interests when the time comes. 
The development of parallel tele- 
vision systems cannot. be prevented. 
It is only the sales effort on ‘a pat- 
entable article that counts.”’ : 


While there is.a lull in the-‘‘patent 
war,’’ which has been ravaging the 
industry more or less intermittently 
since wireless became radio; back. in 
1921, when KDKA went on the air, it 
might be well to state that Uncle 
Sam has a few radio patents him- 
self—no less than 1,100, to be exact. 

This little neglected fact was re- 
cently brought out by Lieut. Col. Jo- 
seph I, McMullen of the Judge Advo- 
cate General’s office. Colonel Mc- 
Mullen’s testimony was given before 
the- Senate Committee on Patents 
during hearings on the Dill bill to 
make patents forfeitable when used 
by combinations convicted ad -violat- 
ing the anti-monopoly laws. 

His testimony took on added sig- 
nificance, however, when it was 
brought out that the. Canadian Su- 
preme Court held that one of these 
patents constituted the ‘‘priof art’’ in 
tuned radio frequency, and ‘declared 
the Alexanderson patent, one of the 
basic patents held by the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, invalid. The 
Radio Corporation is said to. have 
collected millions of dollars on the 
basic features of this one patent. 


The Canadian decision is not bind- 


ing in the United States, but offi- 
cials of the Radio Protective! _ Asso- 
ciation, who are directing the fight 
of the independent manufacturers 
against the Radio Corporation, have 
announced that means wollld be 
found to get the same ruling from

Just when 
it , the, Commissioner 
might be ‘forced to beat a strategic 
retreat, the’ ‘Association of 
Broadcastets, ‘Inc.; hurled its shock 
troops in. the -breach caused by 
Davis's flank attack on the Commis- 
sioner’s léft while Senator Dill was 
hammering his ‘front. It appears 
that radio is in politics! 


The, movement started 
with sioner Caldwell laying 
dowh a barrage on the Watson bill, 
now before the Senate, last Sunday. 
The ‘‘rider’’ mounted on the Watson 
Radio: bill by: the; Merchant Marine 
Comimittee fofms the spoils of war. 
It is an innocent enough: looking 
clause, just a modest statement that 
_ there be an “equal distribition’’ of 
/ ‘wave lengths ‘and power.’ Commis-‘ 
sioner Caldwell, however, claimed it 
‘was far from innocent and anything 
but modest. In a letter to WCAP, 
dated Feb. 25, ‘he said that the 
“rider would wreck our present 
wonderful radio broadcasting struc- 
. ture.’? 


Senator Dill, Democrat, of Wash- 
ington, a stormy petrel of radio, 
came to the aid of the threatened 

_ 8alient.in the Radio bill. In a fu- 
rious counter-attack he charged the 
commission with not obeying the 
law. He said that its members either 
lack ability or are just “plain cow- 
ards.’’ His attack was based on the 
commission’s failure to readjust the 
power of the broadcasting stations 
in the five radio zones of the coun- 
try. There was no equivocation on 
the Senator’s part. He bluntly 
stated that the members of the com- 
mission would not be confirmed by 
the Senate if they continued their 
present tactics: 


Says Commission Disregards Law. 

He declared that the members of 
the commission were either domi- 
nated by the powerful broadcasters, 
such as the: Radio Corporation of 
America, Westinghouse and the Gen- 
eral Blectric Company, or else had 


no desiré to carry out the provisions) 


of the law. In attacking Commis- 
sioner’ Caldwell’s statement he 
turned the Commissioner’s own guns 
on his position. ‘‘His own argument 
@gainst such legislation is, to my 
mind, the best proof that I have had 
of the injustice with which. the 
Radio Commission has treated cer- 
tain parts of this country,” Senator 
Dill said. ‘‘He says that the South- 
ern” zone, the third zone, has only 
45,000 watts of broadcasting power, 
and that. under such a statute as 
proposed the other zones could have 
but*45,000 watts. 


“That leads me to call attention ‘to 
the fact that in the zone which Mr. 
Caldwell represents one .station— 
WEAF —has ‘50,000°: watts; another 
station, In New Jersey—WJZ—has 
30,000 watts; another station, at 

,- 50,000 watts, and another 
station, in New York State—Schenec- 
tady—has 50,000 watts. ‘No station 
west..of Pittsburgh or south of New 
York has to exceed 15,000 watts, and 
only =one—WGN;, in’ Chicago—has 
that.”’ 

S@tiator Dill’s excoriation of the 
commission was laid down in the 
Senate last Monday, While it was 
being mMmatle Representative Davis, 
Democrat, Tenn.; was wheeling his 
guns into’ position for an attack on 
the commission’s flank. Without 
waiting for the smoke from Senator 
Dill’s bombardment to die down he 
opened fire in the House. He reiter- 
ated his Senatorial colleague’s state- 
ments and added that: Commissioner 
Caldwell proceeded on the false 
premise that zones with stations and 
power in excess of their quota must 
be reduced to the basis of the third 
| zone (the Southern States), which 
has the smallest number of stations 
and least power. 

Surely Mr. Caldwell knew that the 
provision required no such thing,’’ he 
said with just the right amount of 
irony. “‘It simply provides for an 
equalization as between the zones. 

“The equalization, could be brought 
about by an increase of power in the 
zonés now so deficient in power, or 
by both reductions and increases. 
Manifestly such a sonene should be 
followed. 

“Mr. Caldwell complains that the 
Senate has not confirmed three mem- 
bers'of the Radio Commission. He is 
more responsible for that situation 
than anybody ¢ise. It remains to be 
seen whether Mr. Caldwell and those 
for whom he {s speaking and for 
whom he has been acting will be able 
to arrogantly dictate to.Congress a 
legislative policy.’” 

Broadcasters Open Fire. 

But while the legislators were mar- 
shaling their vocabularies. and while 
Conithissioner Caldwéll was survey- 
ing the damage that their fire had 
done, to his position, aid came to him 
ge an unexpected quarter. The

But despite this ‘‘condition,’’ Rep- 
resentative. White, Chairman of thé 
House Merchant Marine Committee, 
reported the ‘modified Dill . last 
Wednesday. The amended ‘bill pro- 
poses to extend the life of the com- 
mission es a ‘“‘‘control body” until 
March 15, 1929; to limit broadcasting 
station licenses to periods of three 
months. and of other stations to six 
months and to compel the cémmis- 
sion to make an~*equal allocation of 
broadcasting licenses in each zone. 

To effect this latter clause, the bill 
would amend the Radio act of 1927 
by striking out the second paragraph 
Of Section 9, reading: ‘In consider- 
ing applications for licenses and re- 
newal of licenses; when and in so far 
as there is a demand for the same, 
the licensing authority shall make 
such’ a distribution of licenses, bands 
of frequency or wave lengths, periods 
of time for operation and of power 
among the different States and com- 
munities as to give fair, efficient and 
equitable radio service to each of 
the same. In its place the bill pro- 
vides for the following clause: ‘‘The 
licensing authority shall make an 
equal allocation to each of the five 
zones established ‘in Section 2 of this 
act of broadcasting licenses, of wave 
lengths. and of station power; and 
within each zone shall make a fair 
and equitable allocation among the 
different States thereof in proportion 
to population and area.’’ 

Be all this as it may, the war con- 
tinues; and when the smoke of battle 
lifts above the stricken field, radio, 
in all probability, will remain much 
the same as it was, regardless of 
whether its power is vested in Secre- 
tary Hoover or in the hands ofan 
unconfirmed commission. Congress 
may give and Congress may take 
away, but even: the modern, King 
Canute cannot check the ther waves.

HOULD the owner of a direct cur- 
S rent or battery-operated receiver 

trade it in for an alternating cur- 
rent set at a 90per cent. loss? Trad- 
ing in a DC receiver, one or two 
years old, with the intention of ob- 
taining convenience by means of an 
A C electric installation is not an 
economical move, according to F. C. 
Trimble of the H. H. Eby Manufac- 
turing Company; because the average 
allowance on the trade-in is approxi- 
mately 10 per cent. of the list price 
of the old receiver. 


“Tf the slogan of the A C electric 
receiver is No Batteries, No Acids, No 
Chargers, the same is true of the D C 
receiver converted by means of an 
A C adapter harness and a B and C 
eliminator or a complete A, B and C 
power pack,’’ said Mr. Trimble. 

“We might: as well look the truth 
in the face. The action of the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission has obviated 
the necessity for three and four 
stages of radio frequency amplifica~ 
tion. The two stages available in the 
D C receivers developed in the last 
two years are perfectly satisfactory. 
The audio systems developed: in the 
last two years have been subjected to 
very little improvement by the de- 
velopment of the A C electric. re- 
ceiver. .The many push-pull audio 
power amplifiers are not to be found 
in the new.A C electric receivers: 

“Tf the new A C receiver offers bet- 
ter reception in the form of steady 
plate voltage, constant A voltage, the 
same is available with the converted 
D C receiver, since the A ard B po- 
tentials are obtained from one and 
the same source. Under the circum- 
stances,’’ he: said, ‘‘why not protect 
the original investment by converting 
it into an A C electric receiver, at a 
great financial saving. 

“Tf the present D.C receiver is al- 
ready equipped with a B supply, the 
conversion is easy; all it requires is 
an A C adapter harness. As to the 
fan, who. is without a receiver and 
desires one, he has but one choice, 
and that is to purchase an A C elec- 
tric unit, 

"Tn the first place;’’ said Mr. Trim- 
ble, ‘ the electrical design of the in- 
dividual ‘parts, such as variable con- 
densers, fixed condensers, transform- 
ers, inductances, &c., contained in 
the present A C’ receiver is not much 
different from.that found in the DC 
receivers. developed, during the past 
two years.

This 
fact is evident upon the most casual 
analysis. Thé A C electric receiver 
offers utmost convenience in socket 
power operation, but the same is also 
available with a D C receiver if the 
filament circuit is arranged for A C 
operation by means of an adapter 
ee papot an Ph a eaten 
potentials is an eliminator."

Outfits?——Commission Has Obviated Need for Three 
Or Four Radio Amplifiers, Says Trimble

NE of. the. important questions 
of modérn ‘architectural engi- 
. neering is just “how far a tall 
sky-line is. soared with lo- 
cation “ina zed ‘ earthquake 
atea, Sah Francisco, twenty-one 
years.after the disaster which nearly 
wiped her off the map, has decided 
that skyscrapers are as safe on her 
sandy peninsula \as- anywhere else, 
provided the’ right. precautions are 
taken to brace them against the lat- 
eral stresses which occur when the 
solid earth begins to dance. 

The visitor firids ‘the cit)’s © sil- 
houette dominated by«new. and im- 
posing buildings. Structures like the 
Spreckels building, the old’ Chron- 
icle building. and the Palace and 
Fairmount Hotels, which were land- 
marks twenty’ years ago, are now 
vastly overshadowed. At Montgom- 
ery and Bush Streets the new’ Russ 
building’ rises 418 feet to.a height of 
thirty...stories: . The» Hunter-Dulin 
building is twenty-two stories high, 
the new Mark Hopkins Hotel, on the 
top of Nob Hill, .nineteen stories 
high and there are several other 
buildings .of: fifteen and _ sixteen 
stories. These are not lofty heights, 
measured by Fifth Avenue stand- 
ards; but they mean something on 
the still relatively yncongected Pa- 
cific Coast. 


They have the more significance 
because San Francisco,, unlike New 
York, ‘has in most places no solid 
rock upon which to*build. The Russ 
building’s foundations are 160 feet 
above the rock, those of the Standard 
Oil building,. another big modern 
structure, 200 feet. To sink piles to 
these depths is too difficult and ex- 
pensive to .be“worth while. Below 
Montgomery Street, where once Yer- 
ba Buena Cove furnished an anchor- 
age for ships, the. ‘‘made:land’’ fur- 
nished a still more difficult problem. 

San Francisco’s typical. foundation 
is sand. Sand has the advantage of 
being almost as°resistant’ as rock, if 
only it can be confined. so that it 
will not ooze out from underneath. 
A building put up on a sand dune 
may stand as. firmly as Gibraltar 
until an excavation for. a subway or 
foundation is made next door. Then, 
unless something has*been done to 
prevent it, the sand may flow and 
the building tip.) Im San Francisco 
this difficulty has been met by put- 
ting down sheet piling all.around the 
foundations. This keeps the sand 
in place and nothing happens. 


Concrete ‘‘Mats.” 

An even more elaborate device was 
used to sustain the huge bulk of the 
Russ Building. Here H. J. Brun- 
nier, the engineer in charge, and 
George W. Kelham,; the’ architect, 
elaborated what is known as a 
‘mat,’ upon. which the building 
rests or ‘‘floats.’’ The plan has been 
used elsewhere, but rarely on so im- 
posing a scale. The ‘‘mat’’ consisted 
of a solid mass of concrete, cover- 
ing the whole foundation area, three 
feet thick, with columns seven feet 
deep. On such’a ‘‘mat’’ the centre 
of gravity must. be. carefully -placed 
in order to avoid any tendency to 
tip. So accurately was this done in 
the case of the Russ_ building that 
the deflection from absolute hori- 
zontal could be measured by a tiny 
fraction of an inch. Such a foun- 
dation; on San Francisco sand, will 
sustain, engineers believe, a pressure 
of ‘about six tons to the square foot. 
The rock of New York city, on. ‘the 
other hand, ‘will’ probably stand 
twenty tons to the square foot. Thus 
the tallest building San Francisco is 
likely .to build, if perfect. safety is 
required, will .perhaps not ‘run over 
forty-five stories, .whereas New 
York ' builders can go to one hun- 
dred or more if they are willing te 
use’ enough steel. 

The foundation is only part of the 
story in building against éarth- 
quakes, The other necessity is pro- 
tection against. what is optimistically 
known as ‘‘wind pressure.”” Wind 
pressure may be just what its’ name 


implies—the force exerted by moving 


air along a: roughly’ horizontal line. 
If it were not for this element a 
skyscraper ‘might’ be. put.up like’ a 
pile -of » children’s blocks. “Even ir 
New York, howéver,. something more 
than’ this is\ required, and in Sah 
Francisco, as every builder knows, 
a sizable earthquake will possibly 
once in @ generation outdo even the 
most violent witds. “The “‘wind prés- 
sure’’—that is to say, ‘the lateral 
stregs—of a quake is one. of the most 
destructive forces. known to man. The 
dangers arising ‘from this force are 
part.of the price San:Francisco pays 
for being immune from ‘the perils of 
cyclones, hurricanes and ficods. In- 
cidentally, the samé' thing maybe 
said of ‘Los Angeles, ‘which is in the 
eatthquake zone; even though it has 
never had a major earthquake disas- 
ter.’

A similar showing awas made by 
the best modern buildings in the 
Santa’ Barbara earthquake of 1925. 
The postoffice, “whieh was ‘of struc- 
tural. ‘steel, ° “suffered only*a" few 
tracks, “Properly built structures of 
reinforced. concrete stoodthe shock. 
Even , brick Wuildings, if the work: 
manship and planning were good, 
came through with jittle hurt. 

Differences in uakes. 

Earthquakes differ in their effects 
upon ‘buildings according to the na- 
ture ofthe soil: through which: the 
shock is transmitted. Shocks coming 
through rock have a shorter wave 
length and vibrate more swiftly than 
thoge. transmitted through loose 
earth or sahd, One effect, as a 
California geologist has put it, is 
like the vibrating of an E string 
on a violin, the other like’ the’ slower 
pulsations of a G string. But each 
building. has its own natural period 
of. vibration or oscillation, just as a 
violin string has.:If the earthquake’s 
period of : oscillation - éxactly” corre- 
sponds -to the buiiding’s there will 
be. little shock. The gréater the dif- 
ference between the oscillation period 
of the building and the quake, the 
greater the strain: “ . 

Which: part-of a building sways 
most in an earthquake? The layman, 
nine times oyt of ten, will answer 
that “it is the top. But this is not 
the cage. The shock is felt. most 
violently, at the ground level, is taken 
up by each successive story, and is 
felt least at the topmost level. ‘ For 
this . reason -a. steel-framed ‘hotel in 


level completely stripped of cover- 
ing, leaving a practically bare frame. 
But the second story was so little 
damaged that the ‘guests could have 
gone, back, to..bed after tHe shock 
if. they had been in a state of. mind 
to do so. 

Architects and engineers are prone 
to look on-.extraordinary devices to 
make buildings earthquakeproof as 
“bunk.” . This was one San Fran- 
cisco architect’s terse comment 
when ‘the question was. put to him. 
A year or two ago an eminent geolo- 
gist, who had made:a careful study 
of earthquakes and who had even 
predicted"a few, stated that in his 
opinion the danger could be mini- 
mized by. putting buildings on rollers 
The earth would’ then move .under 
them,: he believed; without transmit- 
ting its vibrations. .His engineering 
critics replied that the scheme would

COLOMBIA OFFSETS RADICALS 
BY PASSING NEW LEGISLATION | 





LTHOUGH by no means well or- 
A\ sates in, the American or 
European sense of the word, 
the working. people of the Republic 
of Colombia seem to be playing an 
important. part.in the political life 
of. that. South American country, 
judging from reports in labor papers 
printed there and appearing in oc- 
casional news dispatches from Bo- 
gota. 


It is said that the Government's 
move'in favor of practically nation- 
alizing.the oil\lands of the republic, 
which stirred up so much excite- 
ment in the” Chamber. of Deputies 
and resulted:in complaints being filed 
at Washington by a number of Amer- 
ican. oil. investors in .Colombia, is 
largely due to the desire.of the Ad- 
ministration . of President ‘Abadia 
Mendez. to offset..the rising Socialist 
sentiment by showing the working 
people. that, most of the reforms 
their ‘leaders advocate may be ob- 
tained without radical political agita- 
tion. . : 

Under the terms of the law 
‘enacted —by .the Colombian Parlia- 
ment: and effective’ from. Jan. 30, 
all unexplored oil: lands are to be 
considered’ State property and: may 
be exploited ‘only by the Govern- 
ment, or by mixéd companies con- 
trolled‘ by the Government through 
ownership “Of at least 50 per cent: of 
their stock, Existing concessions, 
most.of. whith. are held .by Amer-, 
icans, are*to be confirmed, accord- 
ing: to :semi-official explanations of 
the law. “In recent sessions of the 
Colombian.. Parliament it was 
charged that ‘the country had-~ be- 
come.a bone ‘of contention between 
American ; aid. British oil interests 
and that certain deputies had been 
the subject of “influence.” Thus far 
American® interests are in the lead 
-|in. Colombia, .. their investments... be- 
| ing put at’ about’$200,000,000, largely 
in oi] lands ahd mines. In 1925 one- 
half -of Colombia’s imports ‘came 
from the: United’ States.

North Americans or the English are 
to dominate the situation, or whether 
the. sphere of. influence jis. to be 
divided, as the diplomats say; the 
important and vital matter is*to'con- 
Serve and develop the natural wealth 
for the benefit of all Colombians.”’ 

In the same issue of Claridad is a 
denunciation of a bill proposing to 
tax gasoline and transportation. It 
is asserted that this bill is aimed at 
the Austrian Colombian Company, 
which has an airplane service and a 
boat line. on the,Magdalena. River, 
and plays a big réle,in the develop- 
ment of transportation and in mail 
delivery. 

Meanwhile the Government. is un- 
derstood to be disposed to repress |' 
any labor agitation calculated to 
bring about general strikes or polit- 
ical revolutions, regardless of the 
nationalistic character'they may as- 
sume. 

In addition to the scattered syndi- 
calist groups in Colombia, there.are 
a Socialist political. organization and 
a central labor union, both affiliated 
with the Pan-American Federation 
of Labor. 

On one point all ‘the contending 
factions appear to .agree—namely, 
that Colombia is a wonderfully. rich 
country; is becoming mere prosper- 
bus, and.merely needs, better trans- 
portation and development. of = its 
natural resources to make‘ life easy 
for nearly. all of::its* 6,000,000 in- 
habitants.

Tarangioli Much Improved.

With the switching of the site of 
the weekly scholastic meet from the 
Thirteenth Regiment Armory to the 
106th, it was hoped by other schools 
that the change of scene would af- 
fect a difference in the team win- 
ner.

Lakow, the P. S. A. L. champion, 
was counted out of the race at the 
start, but Andursky waged a bitter 
duel with Kelly down the home- 
stretch, but the Newark boy’s plunge 
across the line at the finish gave 
him a close victory over Andursky. 

Kelly’s time in this race was 
0:241-5, two-fifths of a second better 
than the previous mark made by 
Irving Gold of James Madison in 
1926 and 1927.

When the Fordham University 
basketball team triumphed over Man- 
hattan College recently: it brought to 
a close another highly successful 
season for Coach. Eddie Kelleher. 
Few coaching records can equa) that 
compiled by Kelleher during the 
time that he has been in charge of 
the sport’: at the Bronx institution. 
Figures compiled yesterday show 
that his teams at Fordham have won 
eighty-two out of ninety-six games 
during the past six seasons and in 
two of these seasons the Maroon lost 
only one game. 

A single point prevented the Ford- 
ham quintet from going through the 
past campaign undefeated. That 
point was the margin of victory for 
City College in the annual game be- 
tween the two local institutions. In 
all of its fifteen other games the 
Maroon five was victorious, and it 
met some of the strongest teams in 
the Eastern section of the country. 

The past seascn was the second in 
which one of Kelleher’s teams has 
compiled a record of fifteen victories 
and one defeat, and oddly enough 
the setback in each season came at 
the hands of the C. C. N. Y. five. 
The first was during the season of 
1924-25, and the score was 20 to 17. 
Prior to meeting City College the 
Fordham quintet had hung up thir- 
teen consecutive victories during 
that season. 

Last year the Fordham quintet was 
rather ereeey regarded as the best 
in the Its record for the 
1926-27 Pan a: consisted of eigh- 
teen victories and only two defeats. 
These reverses. were inflicted by 
Catholic University and Manhattan 
College,..but the Maroon five tri- 


umphed over both of these teams in 
later games. 


Great Interest in Sport. 


Interest in basketball at Fordham 
has increased at a tremendous rate 
since Kelleher assumed charge of 
the sport. The game is. now on a 
paying. basis, and many.of the con- 
ests have attracted capacity crowds 
jo wee Fordham gymnasium. during 

t few years. Kelleher has re- 
penile received several flattering of- 
fers trom Eastern colleges to coach 
their teams next season. However, 
he will remain at Fordham for an- 
other year at least as his contract 
covers one more season, 

Kelleher rc the position of 
basketball coach at Fordham durin 
the season of 1922-28. Up to tha 
time the team had fared very poorly, 
but during the time that Kelleher 
was in charge it won six games and 
lost two. n the following season 
the Maroon quintet had a record of 
twelve victories and four defeats.

MORE EAST SIDE ACTIVITY 


Superintendent. Reville Explains 
Cause of Some Difficulties in 
New Dwelling Act. 


Plans filed for new construction in 
the Bronx during* the «first two 
months:of the present year show an 
increase in. value over that period 
fo 1927;' states P. J. Reville; Super- 
intendent of Buildings in ‘the Bor- 
ough of the Bronx. The estimated 
cost of the buildings for which plans 
were filed in January and February 
represents approximately $45,000,000, 
of whieh nearly $35,000,000, provid- 
ing for 8,200 families, was for tene- 
ment houses, as compared with 
about. $31,500,000 for new buildings, 
of which $22,500,000, providing for 
5,300 families, was for tenements in 
the corresponding months of 1927. 

“This shows ag increase of $12,- 
500,000in financ outlay and in- 
creased accommodations for 3,000 
families so far this year,’’ said Mr. 
Reville, “and I. am informed by 
many ‘architects that a number of 
additional plans are in course of 
preparation for filing with the object 
of anticipating the possibility of the 
passage of the new Dwellings Jaw 
now before the Legislature.
